Naw  Yonx,  Dec.  31. 
The  Ilerald's  correspondent  details  tlie 
operations  ol  the  land  lorces  against  Fort 
Fisher.  On  landing  the  rebels  on  the  lefi 
of  their  line  of  works  at  once  ran  out  the 
white  flag,  and  there  waa  a  race  between 
the  troops  and  marir.es  to  see  which 
would  first  reach  the  birttery  and  obtain 
the  surrender.  Tbo  luarines  having  the 
shorter  distance  gained  the  prize,  and 
thus  one  hundred  prisoners  were  salted 
down  to  the  rear  ot  Admiral  Porter. 

Gen.  Curtis  then  moved  troops  up  tbo 
beach  toward  Fort  Fisher,  cutting  the 
telegripb  communication  with  Wilming- 
ton. About  on«i  quarter  ol  a  mile  Irom 
Fort  Fisher  a  small  lort  was  reached,  but 
it  waa  iivacuated  on  the  approach  of  our 
troops.  In  the  meantime  more  troops 
were  landed  under  Gen.  Ames,  and  tliey 
were  pushed  lorward  to  ti.e  support  of 
Gen.  Curtis,  who,  with  his  skirmishers,' 
was  in  front  ol  Fort  Fisher.  It  was 
then  that  Lieut.  Wm.  H.  Willing,  of  toe 
142d  Now  York,  captured  the  Hag  ol  the 
Fort,  also  the  courier  and  his  dispatches 
and  horse  and  two  other  horses  and  a 
mule. 

Night  approaching,  orders  wese  issaed 
to  withdraw  the  troops,  but  just  previous 
Gen.  Curtis  dispatched  a  amall  force  to  a 
certain  point,  who  captured  a  Captain  of 
a  battery  and  a  battalion  of  Junior  Re- 
serves, who  threw  down  their  arma  and 
surrendered.     On  the  return  of  the  pri- 
soners, under  command  of  their  own  otb- 
cers  and  carrying  their  arms,  they  took 
their  places  in  the  column  and  marched 
as  regularly  as   our  own   troops.     Tho 
I17th  New  York,  who  captured  and  had 
them  in  charge,  considered  it  a  piece  ol 
the  most  exquisite  pleasantry  to  convoy  a 
party  of  enemiea,  who  equalled  them   in 
numbera,  and  each  of  whom  was  armed 
with  a  loaded  and  capped  Austrian  rille. 
A"  r  rembarking    the  troops,   for    a 
le  surf  became  so  rough  that  it  was 
.  uecesaary  to  stop,  and    nearly^  six 
faut>«k«d  were  left  on  shore  for  t)he  night, 
and  ia  a  rain  sVorni,  but  morning  found 
these  brave  men  strongly  entrenched,  and 
awaiting  without  fear,  the  assault  ol  the 
enemy.     About  10  a.  m.,  it  was  discover- 
ed that  ten  men  of  the  skirmish  line  had 
been  lelt  in  front  of  Fort  Fisher.     They 
were  immediately  called  in  and  reached  the 
point  of  embarkation  without  any  molest- 
ation from  the  enemy.     Three    of  them 
who  had  been  posted    on    the    bank    ol 
Cape  Fear  nver,  reported    that    in    the 
night  two  large  barges  loaded  witb  troops 
had  left  the  Fort. 

During  the  day  a  deserter  from  the 
2d  South  Carolina  cavalrv,  inore  likely 
sent  out  by  the  rebels  with  a  lie,  came  in 
and  reported  that  6.000  ol  the  enemy  had 
concentrated  on  the  right  flank  and  pro- 
posed to  attack  in  tbe  night.  Word  was 
sent  to  Admiral  Porter  and  lourteen  gun- 
boala  were  placed  to  intercept  this  move- 
ment. 

The  weather  was  so  bad  that  our 
troops  coald  not  be  re-embarked  that  af- 
ternoon or  i  igbt.  Tbe  gunboats  shelled 
on  both  flanks  ot  the  troops  throughout 
the  night,  but  there  were  no  signs  ot  the 
enemy  near.  Next  day.  the  27th,  tbe 
weather  moderated  and  all  troops  were 
got  on  board  the  transports,  together 
dvith  prisoners.  Our  men  showed  no 
signs  of  the  bamships  they  had  endured, 
while  the  prisoners  were  entirely  broken 
down  and  hardly  able  to  climb  the  ship 
sides.  Many  ol  them  were  apparently 
not  over  15  years  of  age.

The  People,  the  Country  and  the 
Negro. 


We  need  make  no  apology  for  continu- 
i'  y  our  extracts  from  the  correspondence 
vt  Eastern  psuers,  relating  to  &lterman''B 
Orand  March.  Of  the  mere  miiitarj- 
movements  ot  the  campaign,  we  liAve  al- 
TfjLKiy  given  ample  details,  hut  the  chief 
iwterest  of  this  famous  marcb  is  ihe  reve- 
L-xtions  which  it  affords  of  the  feeling  and 
habits  of  the  people  on  the  route,  the  re- 
sources of  the  country,  &c.  We  take 
from  the  diary  of  an  officer  who  accompa- 
I  ltd  the  expedition,  publi>hed  in  the 
Lcening  Post,  and  by  Jar  the  best  ac- 
count which  has  appeared,  the  following 
highly  interesting  extracts  relating  to  the 
illustrative  iucidents  of  the  most  celebra- 
ted military  march  since  that  of  Klear- 
gLiu  and  Xencphon,  2,200  years  ago, 
through  Northwestern  Asia: 

THE  COUNTRY  PEOPLE. 

Frequent  occasions  occur  for  conversa- 
ticn  with  the  pc  pie.  In  the  upper  part 
of  the  State,  not  meeting  with  any  but 
the  poorer,  more  ignorant  class,  I  was 
led  to  believe  that  the  right  and  more  re- 
fiut-d  class  had  fled  further  south ;  but  al- 
though I  have  made  diligent  search  for 
I'ue  mtelligent,  intellectual  aristocracy, 
I  have  met  only  with  failure  and  disap- 
pointment. Rich  men  there  are,  whose 
piantations  line  the  road  for  miles  ;  men 
.'•rd  women  who  own,  or  did  own,  hun- 
•li^ds  of  slaves,  and  raised  every  year 
their  thousand  bales  of  cotton;  but  their 
i  :Dorance  is  only  equaled  by  the  twin 
j-jsterl  of  ignorance,  intolerance.  I  can 
understand  as  I  never  did  before  why  it 
wa«  that  a  few  persons,  who  everj-  year 
represented  the  South  in  Congress,  were 
able  to  wield  that  influence  as  a  unit.  To 
be  sure  the  interest  of  slavery  was  all- 
controlling,  yet  it  never  would  have  bro't 
this  people  to  the  pitch  of  civil  war,  had 
they  received  the  most  common  benefits 
ol  education.  The  solemn  truth  is,  that 
the  bonthern  people  have  never  had  any 
'  onceptiocs  of  the  nation  as  I  did.  They 
do  not  know  what  it  is  to  b«  an  Ameri- 
can. 

It  must  not  be  anpposed  that  we  do 

irot    meet   many   persons    who    claim  to 

have  been  Unionists  from  the    beginninp 

cf  the   war.      The  vote  of  Georgia  was 

n  j  ;  lubtedly  given   by  a  large  majority 

~     ist    secession,  and    almost  every  old 

when   he   sees  his  pigs  and  poultry 

d   in   his   very  door  yard,  and  gazes 

mournful  eyes  upon  the  wagons  that 

n»«  Slled  with  bis  corn,  prote-ts   that   he 

»t     was   a   Union  man.     It  seems  hard 

foretimes   to  strip  such  men  of  all  eata- 

'-1  \  as   do   our  troops,  who  have  the  art 

tiiliivated   to  the  mo8t  eminent  degree, 

but  as  Gen.  Sherman  often  says  to  them, 

•'  If  It  13  true  that  you  are  Unionists,  you 

nhould  not  havp  permitted  Jeff.  Davis  to 

dragoon   you   until   you  are  as  much  his 

slaves  as  once  the  niggers    were  yours." 

HOWBLL  COBB's  PLANTATION. 

Just  before  his  entrance  into  Milledge- 
ville.  General  Sherman  camped  on  one 
of  tb«  plantations  of  Howell  Cobb.  I; 
waa  a  conincidence  that  a  Macon  paper, 
containing  Cobb's  address  to  the  Geor- 
gians as  General  commanding,  was  re- 
el ived  the  same  day.  This  plantation 
waa  the  property  of  Cobb's  wife,  who  was 
a  Demar.  1  do  not  know  that  this  Cobb 
ever  claimed  any  great  reputation  as  a 
inan  of  many  virtues,  but  I  could  not 
help  contrasting  the  call  np  ^n  his  fellow- 
citizens  to  "  ri»ie  and  defend  their  liber- 
ties, homes,  &C;  from  the  step  of  the  in- 
vader, to  bum  and  destroy  everything  in 
his  front,  assail  him  on  ail  sides,"  and  all 
that,  with  his  own  conduct  here,  and  the 
wretched  condition  of  his  negroes  and 
their  quarters. 

We  found  his  granaries  well  filled  with 
corn  and  wneat,  part  of  which  was  dis- 
tributed and  eaten  by  our  animals  .'od 
men.  A  large  supply  of  syrup  made 
from  sorghum  (which  we  found  at  ne.triy 
eveij  plantation  on  onr  march)  was  sii  <°- 
ed  in  an  oui-bouse.  This  was  also  ui. - 
posed  of  to  the  soldiers  and  the  decrepit 
negroes,  which  this  humane,  liberty-lov- 
iog  .Major-Gen eral  left  to  die  in  this  place 
a   ^w    da^s  ago.     Becoming    alarmed. 


Cobb  sent  to  that  place  and  removed  all 
the  able-bodied  mules,  horses,  cows  and 
slaves  He  left  here  some  fifty  old  men, 
crjf'ple.",  and  women  and  tbiidren — with 
c'v^rihing  scarce  covering  their  nakedness, 
with  little  or  no  food,  and  without  means 
of  procuring  any.  \Vc- found  them  cow- 
ering over  the  fire-places  of  their  misera- 
ble liuts,  where  the  wind  whirled  through 
the  crevices  between  the  logs,  frightened 
at  the  approach  of  the  Yankees,  who, 
they  bad  been  told,  would  kill  then..  A 
more  lorlorn,  neglected  set  cf  human 
beings  I  neTer  saw. 

Gen.  Shcmmn  distributed  to  the  ne- 
g-.oes,  with  hid  own  hanas,  the  provisions 
1  ft  there,  and  assured  them  that  wc  were 
'.Leir  friends,  and  that  they  need  not  be 
afraid  that  v^e  were  foes.  One  old  man 
answered  him :  *  I  ?p08e  dat  you'se  true ; 
but,  massa,  you'se  'il  go  way  to-morrow, 
and  anode  r  white  manUl  ccme."  He  had 
never  1; '10  wn  an  J  thing  but  pemicutions 
and  lears  from  tht!  white  man,  and  had 
\  -en  kept  in  such  i<;r.orance  of  us  that  he 
iid  not  dare  to  put  faith  in  any  white 
Man.

fhe  negroes  were  fold  that  a«  soon  as

[ut  into  the  front  cf  the  battle,  and  we 
Jailed  them  if  they  did  not  fight ;  that  we 
threw  the  wonicn  and  children  into  thu 
•  hattahooc  hi",  and  when  the  buildings 
«rere  burned  in  A*  lanta,  we  filled  them 
t>ith  negroes  to  be  roasted  and  devoured 
Jiy  the  dames,  'i'hese  stories,  which  ap- 
pear so  absurd  to  us,  are  not  too  extrav- 
agant for  the  jimplc,  untulored  minds  cf 
'he  negroes.  They  are  easily  frisihtened, 
.-.nd  full  o(  n  iperstiti'.n.  In  any  other  in- 
stance, such'b'.oody  tales  would  have 
frightened  thcBi  citivfTy  out  ff  cur  sight 
to  the  wood.*)  and  oth<.r  iiiiiing  places,  but 

Iioy  asaert  with  roudi  ca;  uestness  and 
':!ee,  that    "rcassa  can't   c^me   dat  over 

.•  e  ;  we  knowd  a  heap  better.  What  for 
.^0  Yankees  want  to  hurt  black  men? 
Massa  hates  de  Yankees,  and  he's  no 
:ren'  ter  we  ;  »o  we  am  de  Yankee  bl's 
fiens."  Very  simple  logic  that,  but  it  is 
'ufficient  for  the  negroes. 

WH.\T   TUE   KEtiROES     THINK. 

Near  Covirgton,  Judgi;  Harris  has  a 
'  'rge  plantation ;  before  we  arrived  it 
was  well  stocked :  I  can't  answer  for  its 
(ou  lition  afterward.^,  A  jollier  set  of 
1  egroes  I  never  saw,  than  his  were  when 
i:u!  blue  coats  came  along.  Horrible 
stories  cf  their  cruelty  tc>  the  aep^rocs 
v/cre  also  tcid  1  y  their  luar  ters  to  frij.^ht- 
en  them,  but  the  n».groos  mi  ver  put  one 
word  of  faith  in  them.  I  asked  Judge 
Harris' hr;ad  man  :  *•  W»ll,  '  ow  ilo  you 
like  the  Yankees.' "  J.ike  hiui .'  bully, 
fiully,  bully.  I'se  wanted  to  see  them 
lonjj  time  :  heard  a  heap  'hout  'eiu.  Say, 
Sally,  dese  heie  •.  e  gentlemen  dni's  pas- 
siu^."  A  compjioient .  to  uur>  soldjers 
nhioh  they  no  doubt  would  have  appre- 
.  iated  could  they  have  heard   Idr.  Lewis.

In  other  parts  of  the  South  the  ne- 
2roes  I  hrve  seen,  seem  to  understand 
there  is  a  man  named  Lincoln,  who  had 
riie  power  to  free  them,  and  had  excer- 
cised  it.  We  have  reached  here  a  stra- 
'am  of  ignorance  upon  that  subject.  Ail 
knowledge  of  that  nature  has  not  ouly 
been  kept  from  the  blacki<.  but  only  a 
tiiw  of  the  whites  are  well  informed. 

The  Lieutenant,  commanding  the  es- 
cort of  General  Sherman,  was  born  and, 
.')aH  .nlways  lived  in  Milledgeville.  is  an 
cflicer  in  tho  Fir.  t  Alabama  Cavalry, 
teils  me  that  he  never  saw  a  copy  of  the 
New  York  Tribune  until  he  joined  our 
army.  His  history,  by  tho  way,  is  amo£!: 
interesting  one,  end  will  gnc  day  be 
worth  telling.  His  adherence  to  the 
Union  grew  out  of  his  natural  abhorrence 
of  slavery,  whose  horrors  he  had  wit- 
i:es.sed  from  childhood.  His  name  is 
t-neliing.  A  younq;  man  of  good  eduo.i- 
tion,  of  high  integrity,  simple-hearted. 
hrave.  and  has  been  most  useful  to  th; 
cause  of  his  country. 

Gen.  Sherman  invites  all  able  bodied 
negioes  (others  could  not  m.ike  the 
march)  to  join  the  column,  and  he  takes 
great  pleasure  when  they  join  the  proces- 
sion, on  some  occasions  telling  ihem  they 
are  free  ;  that  Massa  Lincoln  has  given 
them  their  liberty,  and  that  they  can  go 
where  they  please ;  that  if  they  earn  their 
freedom  they  should  have  it — but  that 
Massa  Lincoln  had  given  it  to  them  any- 
how. They  ail  seem  to  understand  that 
tho  proclamation  of  freedom  had  made 
them  free,  and  I  have  met  but  few  in- 
stances where  fbey  did  not  say  they  ex- 
pected the  Yankees  were  coming  down 
sometime  r-  -.   and    very   generally 

they  are  puooc,.  wit 'i  the  idea  that  we 
are  fi-hting  for  tbeir  and  that  their  free- 
dom is  tlie  object  of  the  '^ar.  "Tbi.s  no- 
tion they  got  Irom  learing  the  talk  of 
their  masters. 

"Stick  in  dar,'  was  the  angry  excla- 
mation of  a  pa:  ♦••  of  negroes  to  another, 
who  was   asking   too    many  questions  of 

the  officer  who  hadgivca  then; !  .;ion 

to  join  the  column.  "Slick  in  dar;  it's 
all  right;  we  are  gwine  along,  we'se 
free.". 

Another  replied  to  a  question,  "Oh 
yaas,  massa,  de  people  hereabouts  were 
heap  frightened  when  dey  heard  you'se 
coming ;  dev  dusted  out  yer  sudden." 

Pointing  to  tho  Atlantic  and  Augusta 
Railroad,  which  had  been  destroyed,  the 
question  was  asked:  "It  took  al  nger 
Mme  to  build  this  railroad  than  it  does  to 
destroy  it  ?" 

"I  would  think  it  did,  massa;  in  dat  e 
woods  over-  da,-  is  buried  ever  so  man; 
black  men  who  were  killed,  sar,  ye^ 
killed,  a  working  on  dat  road — .vhippe 
to  death.     I  seed  'em,  st.T  " 

"Does  the  man  live  *--re  who  bet" 
them  ?" 

"Oh  no,  sar;  he's  dun  gone  long  ngo.*' 

COMICAL  INCIDENTS.

DBSTRDOTION  OF   RAILROADS, 

By  the  way.  tlie  destruction  of  rail- 
roads in  this  campaign  has  been  mo.^t 
thorough.  The  destruction  of  such 
long  lines  of  load  necessarily  require.' 
time,  which  in  an  expedition  ol  this 
kind  is  valuable  in  the  hiirhest  degree. 
The  ordinary  method  of  destruction  was 
to  place  the  rails  across  a  pile  of  burn- 
ing sleepers,  their  own  weight  bending 
them. 

METHOD  or    DESTRUCTION. 

But  this  does  not  injure  the  rail  so 
much,  but  that  it  may  be  heated  and 
straightened  again.  Instruinents  have 
been  made ;  one  is  a  clasp  which  locks 
under  the  rail.  It  baa  a  ring  in  the  top, 
into  which  is  interteJ  a  long  lever,  and 
the  rail  is  thus  ripped  from  tne  sleepers. 
Wh«a    th«  rail  ba«  become    beat«d   a 


wrench  is  applied,  '^hkb  fits  close  over 
the  ends  of  the  rail ;  by  taming  them  in 
opposite  directions  the  rail  is  so  twisted 
that  even  a  rolling  machine  could  not 
bring  it  back  into  shape.  In  this  man- 
ner have  been  destroyed  some  thirty  mUes 
of  rails  which  lay  in  the  citv  of  Atlanta, 
and  also  all  the  rails  which  lay  in  the  Au- 
gusta and  Atlanta  road  from  the  last 
named  place  to  Madison ;  and  thus  far 
the  (xeorgia  Central  road,  from  a  few 
miles  east  of  Maoon  to  Terryville  sta- 
tion, where  I  am  now  writing. 

TOCCHIXO     INCinCIITS. 

The  most  pathetic  scenes  occur  on  oaf 
line  of  march  daily  and  hourly.  Thou- 
bands  of  negro  women  join  the  column, 
some  carrying  household  truck,  others, 
and  many  of  them  there  are,  who  bear  the 
heavy  burden  of  children  in  their  arms, 
while  older  boys  and  '  '■  •-'-  "  '  'ir 
sides.     All  these  wo?  re 

ordered  back,    heart- ^    .       ^      it 

may  be  to  refuse  t'  em  liberty,  rh-y 
won't  go.  One  begs  that  she  may  go  to 
see  her  hasbsnd  and  children  at  Saran- 
nah.  I.>ong  years  ago  she  waa  forced 
from  them  ain!  sold.  Anotht  r  his  beard 
tiiat  her  boy  was  in  Macon,  and  she  is 
"done  gone  with  grief,  goiii'  on  four 
years." 

But  the  msjority  accept  the  advent  of 
the  Yankees  as  the  fulfillmeat  of  the  mil- 
leniel  propbicics.  The  "day  of  jubilee." 
the  hope  and  prayer  of  a  life-time,  has 
<  omt',  'i'hi^y  cannot  be  made  to  under- 
.itaiid  that  they  mutt  remain  behind,  and 
thvy  are  satisfied  only  when  General 
Sherman  tells  them — as  he  does  every 
day — that  we  shall  come  back  for  them 
auine  time,  and  that  they  mu^t  be  patient 
until  the  proper  hour  of  deliverance 
comes. 

The  other  day  a  woman  with  a  child  in 
her  arms  was  working  hi  r  way  along 
amongst  the  teams  and  crowds  of  cattle 
and  horsemen.  An  officer  called  to  her 
kindly  :  "Where  ar«  you  going,  aunty?" 

She  looked  up  itto  his  lace  with  a  hone- 
lul,  lief  i-echinw  look  and  replid: 

"  i'se  gwine  whnr  you'se  gwine  massa  " 

At  a  house  a  few  miles  from  MiUedge- 
ville  we  baited  for  an  hour.  In  an  old 
but  I  found  a  negro  rikI  his  wife,  both  of 
them  over  sixty  years  old.  In  the  talk 
whit  h  ensued  nothing  was  said  which  led 
me  (o  suppose  that  either  ot  them  was 
anxious  to  leave  their  niistresa,  who,  by 
ihe  way.  wa?  a  sullen,  eniel-looking  wo- 
man, when  all  at  once  the  old  negress 
slraighteneii  herself  up,  and  her  face, 
which  a  moment  before  was  almost  stupid 
in  it?  expression,  assumed  a  fierce,  al- 
most deviliih  aspect. 

Pointing  her  shining  black  finger  at. the 
old  man  crouched  in  the  corner  of  the 
t  :e  lire-placti,  she  hissed  out :  "  What  for 
you  »it  dar;  you  spose  I  wait  sixty  years 
1  jr  nuttea .'  Don't  yer  see  de  door  openP 
I'se.  follow  my  <h  Id — 1  not  stay.  Yen. 
Budder  day  I  goes  'iong  wid  dese  people  ; 
yes  sab.  I  walks  till  I  drops  in  my  tracks.*' 
A  more  ten  i  tile  sight  I  never  beheld.  I 
can  think  of  nothing  to  compare  with  it 
except  C  harlotte  t'ushman's  Meg  .Mer- 
riliei.  Uemurandt  only  could  have  paint- 
ed the  scenco,  with  its  urainatic  surround- 
ingsv 

it  was  near  this  plai^  that  several  fac- 
tories were  burned.  It  was  odd  to  fee 
the  doHghc  of  t  le  negroes  at  the  destruc- 
tion cf  places  known  only  to  them  as  task- 
houses,  where  they  had  groaned  under 
the  laah. 

OCR    PRtSONBRS. 

V/e  have  heard  to-daj  from  Ktlpatrick 
and  from  Milieu.  Kilpatrick  made  a 
splendid  march,  fightiiiK  \\'heeler  all  the 
way  to  Waynesborough,  destroying  the 
railroad  bridges  croe.sinnt  Briar  Creek, 
between  Augusta  and  Millen.  It  i.,  with 
real  gnef  that  I  write  he  was  unable  to 
aix-oinpliith  the  release  of  our  prisoners. 
It  appears  th.it  ff^r  some  time  past  the 
rebeN  have  been  removing  pur  soldiers 
from  Millen ;  the  officers  ha^e  been  sent 
to  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  the  private*  fur- 
ther south,  somewhere  on  the  Gulf  Ilail- 
roid. 

THE   PASSAGB   OF.  THE   0«EECHRB. 

We  have  had  veri-  little  difficulty  in 
crossing  the  Ogeecbee.  The  20ih  corps 
moved  down  the  railroad,  destroying  it 
to  the  bridge.  The  17th  corps  covered 
toe  river  at  this  point,  where  a  light 
bridge  was  only  partially  destroyed.  It 
was  easily  repaired,  so  that  the  infintry 
and  cavalry  couhi  pass  over  it,  while  the 
wagons  and  artillery  used  the  pontoons. 
The  Ogeecbee  ij  about  sixty  yards  i:'. 
width  at  this  point.  It  is  approached  on 
the  northern  and  western  side  through 
swamps,  wbii.-h  would  be  impassible  were 
it  not  for  the  sandy  soil,  which  packs  sol- 
id when  the  water  covers  the  roac.',  al- 
though in  placus  tknre  are  treach'  ""ons 
{uicksands,  which  we  were  obliged  to 
corduroy. 

IN    A    FOO. 

Soon  the  fog,  which  settles  like  a  blan- 
ket over  the  river  bottoms,  shut  down 
upon  the  scene,  and  so  dense  and 
dark  was  it  that  torches  were  of  very  lit- 
tle use,  and  men  were  directed  here  and 
thereby  the  voice.

AX   ORIGINAL  CHARACTER. 

At  this  station  we  came  across  an  ol  1 
man  named  Welles,  who  was  the  most 
origina'  character  I  ever  met.  He  was 
d«pot-master  in  da^'s  when  there  was  a 
railroad  here.  lie  is  a'shrewd  old  man, 
and  seemed  to  understand  the  merits  of 
the  war  question  perfectly. 

"They  say  you  are  retreating,  but  it  is 
the  strangest  sort  of  a  retreat  I  ever  saw. 
Why,  dog  bite  them !  the  newspapers 
have  been  lying  this  way  all  along.  They 
oilers  are  whipping  the  Federal  armies, 
and  they  allers  fall  back  afYer  the  battle 
is  over.  It  was  that  ar  idee  that  first 
opened  my  eyes.  Our  army  wa.s  allers 
whipping  the   Feds.,    and    we  allers  fell 

back.     1  allers  told  'em  it  was  a  d d 

humbug,   and  now,   by ,  I  know  it, 

for  here  you  are  right  on  old  John  Wells' 
place — hogs,  potatoes,  com  and  fences  all 
gone.  I  don't  find  any  fault.  I  expect- 
ed it  all. 

"Jeff  Davis  and  the  rest,"  be  contin- 
ued, "talk  about  splitting  the  Union. 
Why,  if  Sou* h  Carolina  had  gone  out  by 
herself,  she  would  have  been  split  in  four 
pieces  by  this  time.  Splitting  the  Union  ! 
Why,  d— m  it,  the  S^ata  of  Georgia  is 
being  fsplit  right  through  from  end  to 
end.  It  is  these  rich  fellows  who  are 
making  this  war.  and  keeping  their  pre- 
cious bodies  out  of  harm^s  way,  There's 
John  Franklin  went  through  here  the 
other  day,  running  away  from  your  ar- 
my. I  could  have  played  dominoes  on 
his  coat  tails.  There's  ray  poor  brother, 
fiick  with  the  8inall-po.Y  at  Macon,  work- 
ing fur  $11  a  month,  and  hasn't  got  a 
cent  of  the  d — d  stuff  for  a  year.  'Levbn 
dollars  a  month  and  11,000  bullets  a 
minute.     I  don*t  believe  in  it,  sir. 

"My  wile  came  from  Canada,  and  I 
kind  o'  thought  I  would  someti  ne  •  o 
there  to  live,  but  was  allers  afraid  of  t'le 
ice  and  cold;  but  I  can  tell  you  this 
country  is  getting  too  ( ussed  hut  for  me. 
Uiok  at  my  fence-rails  a-burning  there. 
I  tbiuk  I  can  stand  the  cold  oetter. 

"  I  heard  as  how  they  cut  down  the 
trees  across  your  road  up-country  and 
bum  the  bridges ;  whv  (do>r  bite  their 
hides)  one  of  you  Yankees  c«n  take  op 
a  tree  and  carry  it  off,  tops  and  all ;  and 
there's  that  bridge  you  put  across  the  riv- 
er in  less  than  two  houij.  They  might 
as  well  try  to  stop  the  Ogechec  as  you 
Yankees. 

"The  blarsted  rascals  who  burned  this 
yere  bridge  thought  they  did  a  big  thing;' 
a  natural  bom  fool  cut  in  ti*io  bad  more 
sense  in  ekher  ^nd  tbah  any  of  theifl.      '  ' 

"To  bring  back  the   good  Qld  tim<i," 


he  Mid,  "  it'll  take  ttie  help  of  Divine 
Providence,  a  heap  of  rain,  and  a  deal  of 
elbow  grease,  to  fix  things  up  agaui." 

GRBAT   CORK   P1ELD8. 

We  daily  traverse  immense  com  fields 
covering  from  one  hundred  f)  one  thou- 
saud  acres.  These  were  once  devoted 
to  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  and  it  is  sur- 
prising to  see  how  the  planters  have  car- 
ried out  the  wishes  or  orders  of  the  rebel 
government  in  this  respect.  There  ban 
been  a  large  amount  of  cotton  destroyed 
in  this  canipa'^n,  bu^.  ii  must  have  bf^en 
but  a  small  portion  even  of  the  limited 
crop  raised,  as  the  destruction  bus  been 
chiefly  away  from  the  railroads.  As 
near  as  I  ran  learn,  two-thirds  of  this  cot- 
ton has  been  tent  over  the  (Georgia  Cen- 
tral Kailroad  to  Augusta,  by  way  cf  Mil- 
len ;  thence  a  limited  amount  has  been 
transported  to  Wilmington,  fortrans-At 
lantic  sbipoicBt ;  the  balance  yet  remains 
in  the  vicinity  of  Columbia.  South  Caro- 
lina. 

It  18  wrll  ascertained  that  the  country 
west  of  the  Savaunah  river  is  expeete?f 
to  furnish  supplies  for  the  rebel  armies 
in  the  wejt,  alt'^ough  corn  and  beef  arc 
sent  from  I.iee'8  anny.  but  hn  draws  the 
bulk  of  bis  iu!\pli««  &om  the  States  east 
of  the  Savannah,  and  there  is  no  region 
which  is  BO  proliifle  as  that  about  Colum- 
bia. I  have  digr(?ss';d  thus  far  from  tho 
history  of  the  (ieorgian  campaig;i,  be- 
cause I  wish  to  correct  the  impression 
which  is  so  general  at  the  North  that  the 
Eastern  armies  are  fed  from  the  South- 
west. One  thinn;  is  most  certain,  niethcr 
the  West  nor  the  East  will  draw  any  sup- 
plies from  the  counties  in  this  State  trav- 
ersed by  our  army  for  a  long  time  to 
come ;  our  work  has  been  the  next  thing 
to  annihilation. 

THE  PRI-SONERS'  PEN  AT  MILLEN. 

As  mentioned  abevA,  this  plaro  is  five 
mileii  above  Millen  Junction.  A  space 
of  ground  some  three  hundred  feet  square 
emlosed  by  a  stockade,  without  any  cov- 
ering whatsoever,  was  the  hole  where 
thousands  of  our  brave  soldiers  have 
been  confined  for  many  months  past,  ex- 
posed to  heavy  dews,  the  biting  frosts, 
the  pelting  rains,  without  so  much  a^  a 
board,  or  tent  even,  to  protect  those 
pour  naked  fellows,  who  were  almost  al- 
ways robbed  of  their  clothing  when  cap- 
tared.  Some  of  tbem  had  adopted  a 
wretched  alternative,  untl  dug  holes  in 
the  gr<.und,  into  which  they  crept  at 
times.  What  wonder  that  we  found  the 
evidence  that  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
had  died  there  !  Frcm  what  misery  did 
death  release  them  !  I  can  realize  it  all 
now  as  I  could  not,  even  when  listening 
to  the  stories  of  prisot:ers  who 
bad  fled  I'roin  this  h'jll;  es- 
caped the  devils  in  hot  pursuit ; 
foiled  the  keen  scent  of  tiie  track-hound 

[lut  upon  their  path.  Here  m  the  use- 
essly  cruel  pen  where  my  brothers  have 
been  tortured  *ith  exposure  and  starva- 
tion. God  certainly  will  visit  the  author 
of  all  this  crime  witb  his  terrible  lightning. 
Jeff.  Davij  knew  ti^at  the  northern  peo- 
ple would  see  the  condition  of  the  vic- 
tims of  Belie  I.^-Iand.  Hut7  fearful  must 
be  the  treatment  of  those  who  are  remov- 
ed far  from  the  hope  of  exchange !  ,  Ycu 
at  the  North  may  not  se.a  the  necessity  of 
retaliation,  and  may  contjnuu  to  clotlie 
warmly,  leed  plentifully,  .-ind  comlortahly 
bouse  the  rebel  prisoners,  who  are  han- 

Eier  far  than  if  free  with  their  commands, 
ut  yon  must  not  expect  those  vho  may 
endure  these  agoni-.-!  to  Jee.l  or  eat  with 
the  tame  extravagance,  ot  generosity.

"No I  two  dollars  and  fifty  cente." 
(Persuasively).  "Shore,  wouldn't  ye 
take  |wo dollars?" 

"Not  a  cent  less  than  two  fifty.  (Em- 
phatically.) Pass  oat  your  money,  or

Pat,  finding  blarney  and  persiiasion 
of  no  use  in  this  instance,  counts  out  bis 
cash,  which  the  quick  eye  of  the  clerk 
discovers  to  be  a  little  short  of  the  re- 
quired amount.

— ar.'ived  here  ]  esterday,  disguated  with 
the  service.  Ue  says  ihateve.-y  membii 
of  hij  company  deserted,  and  be  wouli 
not  remain  longer.  He  was  a  prisonet 
hero  in  18G2,  ai  d  was  oflfered  hi.-J  liberty 
then  if  he  woulc  take  the  oath  of  allegi 
ance;  but  be  rtfustd.  Now.  however, 
be  has  given  the  matter  np.  He  says  no 
man  in  the  Soi  th  now  expects  to  gain 
their  independeove.  The  defeat  of  Ale- 
Clcllan  swept  away  their  last  hope.

10  Sar.  FranciHO.  alter  having  overcome 
obstacles  believed  to  bo  insurmountable. 
•Letters  r.c-iv.^d  from  Washington  de 
cl.are  that  the  necessary  amount  of  capital 
to  carry  cut  tbe  new  enterprise  has  al- 
ready bien  subscribed. 

".Vlr.  Sibley  h.is  already  sent  several 
engineers  and  mechanics  to  San  Francisco 
to  be  engaged  in  the  exploration  of  the 
Russian  and  Kngli.^h  possessions  on  the 
American  Continenl. 

•'.Mr.  Collins,  the  principal  man  of  this 
company  ol  engineers,  is  here  to  form  a 
corps  cf  engineers  to  be  sent  to  Irkoutsk 
to  explore  th«  coasts  of  Siberia  and  the 
east'-rn  side  of  the  iitraits. 

••  The  entei  prise  is  proceeding  with  such 
rapidiy,  that  the  cable  to  be  used  in 
crossing  the  straits  has  been  already  or- 
dered in  England.  Two  vessels,  loaded 
wiih  materials  luve  been  sent  to  San 
Francirco,  and  two  others  will  be  sent  to 
tbe  Sea  ol  Okhotsk  early  in  the  Spring.

The  TVibune'a  Washington  special  says 
all  that  is  known  of  the  Blair  mission  is 
this  :  The  President  W..8  fully  apprised 
of  the  notives  and  purposes  that  induced 
the  elder  liUir  to  desire  to  fo  to  Rich- 
mond, but  he  declined  to  make  himself 
responsible  for  the  journey.  He  would 
not  give  a  written  authorization  of  it  nor 
oflacialljr  promote  it.  but  he  told  Mr. 
Blair  that  he  should  allow  Gen.  Grant  to 
act  on  his  own  sense  of  duty  and  poli -y 
in  forwarding  him  to  Richmond  or  refus- 
ing him  a  passage  through  our  lines. 

It  is  understood  here  that  when  the 
Blairs  reached  Grant's  Headquarters  a 
telegram  from  tbe  Secretary  of  War  was

to  an  clTicer  who.se  n  ime  is  suppressed 
for  prudential  reasons,  (ieneral  Thomas 
telegraphe  1  back  to  the  Lieutenant  Gen- 
eral  and  the  Secretary  of  VV^ir.  asking 
that  the  order  might  he  suspended,  as  he 
had  made  all  his  arrangements  for  mov- 
ing outol  his  works  the  next  morning  at 
daylight  and  attacking  the  enemy.  He 
added  that  he  cared  nothing  for  himself, 
and  woujd  ask  to  be  relieved  the  mo 
laent  his  campaign  against  Hood  should 
be  ended  ;  but  that  for  the  sake  of  his  army 
and  the  public  service  he  did  not  wish  to 
turnover  to  another  tor  execution  the 
plans  and  dispositions  which  he  had  made 
for  the  morning's  action.  Secretary  i^tan- 
ton—- the  Lieutenant  (icieral  beirg  ab- 
sent-immediately teb>(^raphed  ba'ok  to 
retain  his  command:  and  tbe  results  ot 
his  retention  arepow  before  the  country 
It  appears  that  Gen  Grant  was  dissatis- 
bed  with  General  Thomas  ;  first,  for  fall- 
ing back  from  Franklin;  and  secondly, 
lor  his  failure  to  promptly  attack  Hood 
when  that  rebel  chief  attempted  the  siege 
of  Nashvdle.

The  Winona  and  St.  Peter  Railroad  is 
ia  successful  oper.ition  from  W^iuona  to 
Ilochestor.a  di.-tance  of  fifty  milefi,  iuclud- 
i.ig  all  the  heaviest  grading  between  the 
.Mississipjii  aud  Minnesota  rlver.s,  and  is 
taxed  to  its  utuio.^t  capacity,  in  conveying 
to  market  tho  various  i)roducts  of  that 
woalthv  portion  of  tLO  State. 

1  he'iapitlity  with  which  tho  counties  in 
the  vicinity  of  tho  route  are  being  settlod 
aud  divelJped,  will  secure  the  early  con- 
tinuation of  tho  road  to  the  Miuucsota 
Uiver. 

'J'he  Southern  Minnesota  Railroa^I  Com- 
pany have  secured  tho  necessary  iron  for 
ihe  Completion  of  ten  miles  of  that  impor- 
tant cominunicalioii  with  our  tier  of  pro- 
ductive southern  counties,  and  no  doubti 
are  entertained  of  the  ultimate  eucco.-s  of 
the  enterprise. 

Tho  Minnesota  (Jontral  Company  bave 
nearly  completed  the  grading  of  the  line 
from  Minneapolis  to  l-'aribault.  a.id  eiglit 
or  ton  miles  of  the  route  are  ready  for  tho 
cars.  The  bridges  across  the  Mississippi 
and  th''  mouth  of  the  Minnesota  rivers, 
togctuer  with  tho  road  fiom  St  i'aul  and 
Mhineapo'.is  to  Owatouna,  or  other  point 
of  junction  with  the  Winona  and  St.  I'e- 
ter  Kailroad,  will  probably  b-^  ready  for 
the  passnije  of  cars  during  the  pre.sent  year. 
The  Minnesota  Valley  Kailroad  h;n  i-e- 
ceivcd  a  new  impetus,  at  tlio  bands  of  its 
l)i-et^nt  enterprising  proprietors.,  The 
grading  is  in  good  conditii>u  for  »«Ustatio* 
of  forty  mileafroiu  Meudota,  aud  itlscon- 
tidenlly  expected  that  tbe  road  will  be 
i-eadv  for  bnsiiie**  during  the  next  sea-on, 
fiom"SL  Paul  and  St.  Anthony's  Falls,  to 
Shako[)ee,  a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles. 
Assurances  arc  also  given,  that  no  effort 
will  bo  spared  to  reach  iiello  Plaine,  with- 
out unavoidablo  delay,  and  tiiat  thertafter, 
this  important  link  of  our  railroad  system

two  oceans. 

Tho  Lake  Superior  and  Mi-s-^iissippi  Rail- 
road Company,  to  which  tbe  State  has  do- 
uale<l  over  seven  hundred  tbousaud  acres 
of  swamp-lands  upon  libend  conditions, 
and  to  which  a  tiouus  of  8.50.000  has 
been  pledged  by  the  city  of  Samt  Paul, 
upon  the  completion  of  tbe  road  within 
fixe  years,  has  surveyed  and  commenced 
tbe  grading  of  the  road.

tiou  of  this  project,  is  orMicli  vital  iinpor- 
tjinco  to  more  than  one  half  of  our  agri- 
cultural iuteiest,  and  is  so  intimaU?ly  blend- 
ed with  our  whole  system  of  iutcrcommu- 
nications  that  serious  delay  would  be 
calamitous  to  tbe  State.  About  forty 
thousand  operatives  ai-e  engaged  in  lum- 
bering and  mining  in  tho  npper  Lake  re.-

It  is 
believed  tliat  this  bFow,  with  the  stneio  chas- 
tiseiiieiits  licrciofore  inllicted  on  the  hostile 
.Sioux,  will  exi»edite  a  ces.sation  of  httslili- 
ties  ou  their  p.irt,  as  several  of  tho  cuiuf. 
have  ali-eady  signified  to  Generals  Sully 
and  Sibley  their  desire  for  a  rostoration  of 
friendly  relations  with  the  Goveramsat 
rho-  return  of  poa-«  with  the.se  .savages 
will  be  a  gi-eat  blossiiig  to  our  .State,  which 
has  sutfered  so  severely  since  tho  oulbrua'; 
of  I8ti2,  not  only  from  the  mas-sacro  of  so 
many  of  her  citizens,  and  the  vat  deetriic- 
tion  of  properly.'but  by  the  apprehensions 
of  further  raids  by  the  hostile  Indians, 
which  have  deterred  immigration  to  tho

Tiiree  of  our  citizens  resident  in  the 
Valley  of  tbe  St  t  roix  have  been  ba:'l)ar- 
ously  inardored  by  individuals  of  tho  Chip- 
pewa tribe  within  a  few  months.  'I'wo  of 
the  jierpetrators  are  reliably  reported  lo 
liavo  committed  suicide  after  their  detec- 
tion, thus  anticipating  the  peiidtiosof t'ao 
law.

Takiii  jf  into  the  account  tho  paiiic-striek- 
on  condition  of  our  people  iu  1862, — the 
groat  extent  of  our  frontier  over  since  ex- 
posed lo  savage  raids, — the  length  of  tho 
marches  necessary  to  reach  the  murder- 
ous tribes  of  Indians,  and  thu  nature  of 
country  through  Avbich  they  eve,*  retii-o 
before  our  advancing  fo:-c«i,  I  believe 
that  tho  military  authorities  of  tho  depart- 
ment and  of  the  di.strict  litwo  fulfilled  the 
reasonable  e-Xpectatioiis  of  Ifie  people,  ar.d 
fiieiit  their  approbation.

A  notice  pubtisbed  at  tbe  bead  of  ODr  lo- 
cal eolamn  on  tbe  fourth  page.  Ita  ob» 
jeet  is  to  put  an  end,  so  far  as  tbis  oflicc 
ta  concerned,  to  the  absnrd  custom  of 
"dead-heading*"  and  its  correlative  "gra- 
tuitous adrertising."  which  have  grown 
ap  under  a  lax  and  imperfect  conception 
of  the  proper  functions  of  a  newspaper^ 
till  they  have  assumed  the  proportions 
of  a  poaitive  nuisance,  but  a»  ingrained 
in  the  pnhlic  babitj  that  private  remon- 
•tranc«  is  inadequate  to  rorrect  it.  The 
practice  of  offering  free  ticketa  for  an  en- 
tertainment, or  for  Railroad  or  Steamboat 
transit  to  newspaper  elitsra,  ai  a  com- 
penaation,  or  a  bribe  for  local  notices, 
or  "puffs,"  or  any  other  form  of  ad- 
veiliaing.  ia  aimplr  an  impertinence,  and 
m  principle  differa  in  no  respect  from  tbe 
grataity  slipped  into  the  hands  of  a  hotel 
waitar  to  atim-ilate  bia  parasitic  aervility, 
•r  tb«  "alight  testimonial"  which  con- 
toled  the  dignified  mendicancy  of  the 
elder  Mr.  Dorrit. 

We  are  aware  that  a  certain  class  of 
newspaper  raea,  by  no  meana  a  repu'able 
clasa,  however,  regard,  and  even  insist 
•p«a  this  system  of  "dead  heading"  ai 
en«  of  tbe  perquisites  of  their  profession, 
•ad  Mk  for,  or  accept  the  free  ticket  or 
pass,  and  give  the  free  puff  in  return, 
without  tbe  least  au!ipicion  that  the  trans* 
Action  involves  any  personal  degradation, 
or  compromises  the  dignity  of  tbe  edito- 
ml  profession.  When  so  many  journal. 
Mtsta  concur  in  putting  ao  low  and  cheap 
•a  estimato  upon  their  vocation  it  ia  not 
to  be  wondered  at  that  the  public  shoula 
take  tbem  at  their  own  valuation,  andl 
eoBBO  to  consider  the  free  ticket  as  a  lei 
gal  tender  in  payment  of  all  debts  to  us 
poor  country  editor*.  We  propose,  a* 
far  aa  we  can,  to  correct  this  contempt- 
■oos  estimate  of  tbe  profession  of  jour- 
■alnm. 

A  newspaper  has  two  very  diatinct 
foaotions.  It  is  a  pnblic  journal,  and  it 
is  aa  advertising  medium.  People  some 
iiaiee  confound  the  two.  Now  we  desire 
ft*  give  notice  that  as  public  ionrnalists 
oar  editorial  opinions  on  anj  subject,  fronji 
a  railroad  to  aa  oyster,  are  not  for  ajlej. 
Bat  aa  an  advertising  medium,  be  it  unr 
dorstood,  that  our  paper  ia  our  private 
propertj,  and  that  we  depend  upon  ad- 
irertisiog  aa  onr  chief  lource  of  income. 
The  apace  in  our  advertising  columna  is 
for  sale  at  so  much  per  line  or  square. 
It  ia  our  merchandise;  our  dry  goodd. 
No  one  has  any  more  right  to  a.xk  an;^- 
portaon  ot  this  apace  to  advance  bis  pH- 
▼ate  ends  without  paying  for  it  than  b|- 
has  to  expect  a  sign-painter  to  blazon  Li:* 
HHSO  in  gilt  Itrtters  over  his  door  for 
aothiag.  I 

Bat  there  are  a  Urge  diss  of  adver- 
tisers, such  as  religious  or  charitable 
■eeiecies  not  maintained  for  private  gain, 
wbo  ask  tbe  free  ase  of  our  columns  on 
eharitable  or  other  public  grounds,  anl 
we  have,  ontd  recently,  assented  to 
an  demands  of  this  nature  without  re- 
laoiance.  But  tbe  present  enormous  coat 
of  publishing  newspipers  compels  us  to 
Bake  the  same  rigid  application  of  busi- 
■ees  principles  to  these  caaes  a  to  oth- 
•re.  <  he  proprietors  cf  thia  paper,  in 
eoBmon  with  moat  of  our  citizens,  bear 
ibetr  full  share  in  supporting  public  in- 
■titclions  or  charitable  crgai  izations.  It 
is  hardly  fair  to  ask  them  to  add  t)  their 
private  contributions  the  cost  of  adver-

When  a  religious 
society  gives  "a  greU  moral  show,"  if 
thef  want  a  platform  built  ihey  get  a  car- 
penter to  do  it  and  pay  him  for  it ;  if  they 
waot  a  few  yards  of  cambric,  they  go  to 
tho  dry  goods  ttoreaod  buy  it  at  the  reg- 
ular prices ;  when  they  want  a  series  of 
■otiees.  on  which  the  success  ot  the  whole 
ULtir  depends,  they  go  to  the  local  news- 
papars  and  aead  "free  ticketa"  to  the  ed 
itmrs.  When  oar  compositor  a  will 
aoeept  "free  ticketa"  in  lieu  of  greenback  a 
•r  whfta  Mesara.  Cathc»rt  or  Ingersoli 
wfll  take  ticketa  for  their  wares,  ao  will 
we,  but  not  till  then.  What  we  desire 
BOre  particularly  to  effect,  is  to  estab- 
lish a  fixed  and  definite  standard  of  mon- 
ey 9mltte,  for  tbe  nse  of  our  advertising 
oolamos,  and  to  eradicate  the  prevailing 
aotioa  that  a  newspaper  is  a  sort  of 
ooBmons,  in  which  everybody  can  pas- 
tve  his  cows  for  nothing.

The  Tribttne''t  Army  of  the  James  spe- 
cial says  the  Dutch  Gap  Canal  is  regard- 
ed as  a  complete  succ*e8s.  The  result  of 
the  explosion  in  tbe  Bulkhead  being  all 
that  was  expected  a  «  nidging  machine 
will  now  finish  the  work.  Six  feet  of 
water  has  been  in  tbis  canal  since  the  15th 
o!  last  month. 

The  Herald  gives  a  complete  history  of 
the  Dutch  Gap  Canal.  It  was  commenced 
in  August  last,  and  op  to  the  day  of  the 
explosion  of  the  Bulkhead  three  regiments 
of  white  and^  colored  troops  were  detailed 
for  the  special  work,  averaging  from  1,200 
to  1,400  men  employed  daily  on  an  aver- 
age of  ten  hours.  The  canal  is  522  feet 
long,  and  the  greatest  width  of  excava- 
tion is  122  feet,  and  the  depth  45  feet. 
The  width  of  the  canal  proper  is  66  feet 
at  the  top  and  45  feet  at  the  bottom.  At 
high  water  there  will  be  a  depth  of  16 
feet.  From  these  facts  some  idea  may 
be  formed  cf  the  immensity  of  the  wor<. 
Supposing  that  the  canal  in  consequence 
of  th  s  heavy  batteries  bearing  upon  it  can- 
not be  completed  at  present,  the  work,  as 
far  as  it  has  been  carried,  ia  so  much 
gained,  and  it  is  an  enterprise  whieb, 
when  it  shall  be  completed,  will  always 
be  of  incalculable  importance  to  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  Richmond.  The  ex- 
plosion of  the  Bulkhead  of  the  canal  of 
the  1st  instant  waa  witdeased  by  a  large 
number  of  officers  and  a  strong  body  of 
troops,  men  under  arms  to  be  ready  for 
emergencies.

Duryes,  of  Brooklyn,  also  a  meaiber  of 
the  Plymouth  Congregation,  wished  to 
marry  her  at  one  time,  but  subsequently 
cast  ber  off.  and  bestowed  bis  attentions 
upon  a  young  wopnan  whose  necuniiry 
prospects  were  more  brilliant  than  those 
ot  the  plaintiff.

yond the  usual  church  acquaintance,  he 
knew  nothing  of  her.  These  witnesses 
bad  no  doubt  of  Miss  Underbill's  in-

Dr.  Brown's  testimony  was  conclusive. 
The  I'ootor,  who  is  principal  physician  of 
the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  deposed  toat 
Miss  Underbill  entered  that  institution  on, 
the  Uih  of  July  1863.  then  laboring  un- 
der physical  debility  and  mental  depres- 
sion ;  that  he  regarded  as  highly  improba- 
ble many  statements  which  she  made, 
and  that  ber  mind  was  evidently  unsound  ; 
that  she  remsined  in  the  aaylum  until, 
having  experienced  partial  relief,  she  *r»8 
taken  ihenoe  by  her  brothers,  and  that 
later  in  the  season — the  19lh  of  Septem- 
ber—she was  agaio  Uken  to  the  asylum, 
whence  she  escaped  on  the  11th  of  Octo- 
ber. Plaintiff^s  connsel  read  aeVeral  po- 
etical 8craj>8  frjm  Miss  UnderbiU'a  pen, 
and  contended  that  a  person  who  could 
thus  triump  anily  scale  the  heigbts  ot 
Parnassus  shoulJ  not  be  classed  among 
madmen ;  but  to  this  point  the  Doctor 
replied  that  the  leading  editorial  articles 
which  appear  twice  or  thrice  -weekly  in 
an  iullueniia'  morning  jiurnal  are  written 
by  an  inmite  of  BloomiagHale  Asvluni, 
and  that  Alrr'a  German  and  Engl>«h  Die- 
li-jwary.  a  standard  ext-book,  was  writ- 
ten in  that  asylum  by  a  person  of  un- 
sound mind. 

Volumin  >U9  te'timony   was  taken   on 
both  sides ;  but  not  one  iota  of  proof  was 
shown  that  the  defendanta  h^d  harbored 
ill  wUl  or  treated  their  unhappy  relative 
with  eev  ri'y  ;  on  the  contrary    the    wit^ 
nesses  affirmed  that  Mrs.  Olcott  and  the 
plaintiff's  nephew  had  been  her  coixstant 
advisers  and  friends,  reasoning,  with  Jier,, 
making  her  presents  of  wearing   apparel 
and  jewelry,  andse  kin  :,  by  every  means 
to  dispel  the  hallucination   under  which 
.-il^'^  labored.     A  verdict    mulowng    Mrs, 
Oicottand  her  nephew    in    the  norninal 
sum  of  six  cents,  may  betaken    as   tlu« 
i'in's  commentary    on    this  reiparkable 
lawsuit.     We  may.  perhaps,  without  im- 
propriety, add  that  nothing  in  the  tMli- 
inony  indicates  violence   or  ipsybordina- 
lion  on  the  part  of  Miss  Underhill,   while 
she  was  in  the  abode  ^  of .  ^r/  ^<l/Jti^|es ; 
and  the  jury,   vo,  findiQg  the   defendanU 
guilty  of    in<  arcerating    her,    may  have 
(bought  such  action  unwarranted.

40  Summers,  and  a  woman  of  r  ire  culti- 
vation and  winning  address.  ,  In  cbnrt 
she  was  the  last  person  whom  a  ca«oal 
observer  would  regard  as  a  lunatic ;  and 
in  the  straightforward  and  soroewljat  in- 
ger'ious  tale  which  she  narrated  to  the 
.Judge  and  tury,'ft"wa»  hnptnsible  to  de- 
lect' a  Ptado w  of  ■  hbb«««l«*.  -  '^le r 
rbvmes  and  poetibat  'efforts  generally 
evince  opolence  of  fancy,  and  no  pover- 
ty of  either  thought  6r  language. 

This  trial  has  been  so  thopooRbljr  Ten- 
tilated,  and  •  as  been  the  theme  of  so 
moch  local  gossip,  that,  now  tbat  it  is, 
hippily,  finished,  we  do  not  deeirt  to 
pnraue  it  further,  but  wiH  distnisa  it,  de- 
voutly hoping  that  the  afBicted  sabject, 
may  he  restored,  in  sound  mind  and  per- 
fect health,  to  the  bo»om  oCJier  sympa- 
thizing family.

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The  Richmond  journals  are  in  exalt«> 
tions  over  the  failure  ol  th«  Wilmington 
expedition  which  they  style  **»  crushing 
defeat"  on  our  side,  and  "a  great  victo- 
tr^  on  theirs.  Umiuestionably  the  f  «il- 
ure  of  an  enterprise,  andert-aken  n  itb 
•uch  magnitude  and  costliness  of  prepa- 
ration, is  to  be  accounted  a  aerious  nt-ga- 
tire  misfortune,  but  is  far  from  being  a 
defeat  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that  term, 
for  though  it  did  not  effect  what  was  in- 
tended it  entailed  no  positive  loss  on  our 
tide,  and  it  is  at  least  questionable  whether 
the  result  of  the  experiment,  as  far  as  it 
progressed,  was  not  sufficient  to  establish 
the  practicability  of  taking  the  enemy's 
works  with  the  means  on  the  ground,  and 
that  the  "fxilure'^  did  not  arise  from  any 
madequacy  in  the  forcea,  but  in  the  sim. 
pie  neglect  to  bring  them  into  play.  1  be 
Tribune,  which  is  likely  to  be  well  inform* 
ed  as  to  the  riews  of  Gen.  Grant,  says  be 
is  deeply  disaatisfied  with  the  failure  of 
the  land  fercea  to  assault  Fort  Fisher. 
The  sime  feeling  was  strongly  expressed 
in  the  dispatches  of  Admiral  Porter,  and 
by  the  tleet  correspondents,  in  eur  east-

terms,  fjr  continudt  delays  when  the  exj  e- 
ditioo  was  prcparinfT,  and  fur  lack  of  enterprise 
when  the  ac  ion  wm  in  progreM.  As  an  indi- 
cation of  the  intensity  ot  fetiiuf?  ag  ilnst  ticn 
Batter,  which  at  present  pervades  the  fleet,  I 
may  mention  that  bnt  ju8t  now  a  naval  officer 
whose  mime  is  familiar  m  every  h  >u»eh'>ld  in 
the  land,  denoanoed  him  as  "either  a  bl  ick- 
bearted  traitor  or  an  arrant  coward." 
Aoocher,  equally  well  known,  said : 
"H«  forced  himself  into  the  expedi- 
tioa.  and  I  believe  be  came  down  with 
She  deliberate  purpose  of  defeating  the  enter 
prise.  He  waa  determined  to  have  his  own

On  the  other  band,  as  .Admi- 
ral Porter  adiniu.  General  Weitzet  is  an 
Aocompllshed  engineer,  and  bis  opinion  i^ 
worthy  of  coBsidentiofl.

A  dispatch  from  St.  Louis,  in  yester- 
day^s  Prrss  annobnced  the  occupation 
of  Owenaboro  by  Generals  Walker  and 
Taylor,  our  forces  evacuating.  The  first 
1  npressiion  from  this  would  be  that  this 
meant  ainother  invasion  of  Mi;isouri ;  but 
this  is  s<^  extremely  improb.ible  an  event, 
after  thel  disastcrous  result  of  Price's  re- 
cent cxperimrnt,  that  this  can  h&rd'y  be 
the  true  inierpretauon,  especially  as  it  is 
not  coqfirmed  by  any  later  advices. 
There  is  an  Owensboro  in  Keotacky ;  but 
Walker  and  Taylor  can  scarcely  have 
got  across  the  Mississippi,  and  we 
are  reduced  to  the  supposition 
that  the  place  referred  to  must  be 
Owen5viV/<  about  30  miles  southwest  of 
Little  K<>ck,  Arkansas,  which  contradicts 
the  intelligence  that  the  rebel  forcea  are 
withdrawn  from  that  State.  Gen.  J.  J. 
Reynolds  is  now  in  command  of  that  De- 
partment, Major  A.  D.  [Nelson,  of  this 
otate  is  on  his  staflf.  Gen.  C.  C.  An- 
drews ojf  this  Slate,  who  has  been  to 
commar^  at  Duvali's  Bluff,  where  our 
Third  Regiment  is  stationed,  has  been 
assig.ied  to  a  command  in  the  reserve 
corps  at  .Morganzia,  La.  On  taking  leave 
of  his  command  at  DuvalPs  Blufi,  Gen. 
Andrews  issued  a  pitriotio  laiewell  or- 
der  from  which  we  give  the  following  ex- 
tract :

teer Union  armies  Mrs  ai>  attrnctive.  But  no- 
where will  1  ixpect  tu  tlnd  you  siirra^sed  in 
these  traits  trails;  nowhere  more  inielligeni 
or  better  disciplined  ir>M>|is.  Full  well  do  I 
knoiv  how  grandly  you  will  respond  to  every 
nt  cessary  tax  on  your  foi tirade  and  y  our  val- 
or.

The  following  list  of  Minnesota  troop" 
wbo  are  reported  as  dead,  dues  not  cm- 
brace  all  that  have  died  in  the  different 
prisons  at  the  South,  but  only  at  Andcr- 
sonville,  Ga.  While  confined  in  the 
prison  with  the  men,  I  took  special  pains 
to  enquire  often  of  the  members  of  differ- 
ent companies,  as  to  the  welfare  of  their 
comrades,  and  when  any  one  died,  took 
their  pames,  and  tried  to  keep  a  correct 
record  that  could  be  published  for  the 
information  of  their  friends.  After  I  re- 
ceived a  Parole  and  was  allowed  to  re- 
main outside,  I  obtained  access  to  the 
Re'.ords.  and  from  the  Death  Register, 
kept  in  the  office  of  the  Surgeon  in  change 
ot  the  hospital,  I  took  this  list,  which 
compared  very  nearly  wi:h  the  memoran- 
dum I  had  kept.  Many  of  the  men  were 
carried  out  dead,  without  any  ticket*  on 
them,  giving  the  name,  company,  regi- 
ment, &c.,  or  in  some  instanoea  these 
ticket  (which  were  small  pieces  of  paper 
pinned  on  the  clothes  of  the  deoeasetl), 
woold  get  torn  off,  In  such  cases  tbey 
would  be  buried  as  "unknown."  Sucb 
may  have  been  the  fate  of  some  of  cur 
Minnesota  hoyi,  but  the  instances  were 
very  few  if  any.  The  list  embraces  all 
that  died  io  that  horrible  "pen"  from  the 
time  the  prison  was  established  (in  Feb- 
uary,  186 i,)  to  November  loth,  1864,  at 
which  date  I  left  for  exchange.  The  onlj 
Minnesota  soldiers  remaining  at  Aoclcr 
sonville  on  the  above  date  (November 
I6th,  1864.)  were  Alonro  Avery,  Order- 
ly Sergeant,  Co.  C,  George  Kenny,  pri- 
vate, Co.  A,  and  Corporal  Sharrer  and 
private  Colvin,  of  Co.  £«  Ninth  Minneso^ 
t%.  The  two  first  n^m^d  were  on  parol<; 
and  were  in  "good  Walih"  comparative- 
ly. The  two  members  of  Co.  K  were 
inmates  of  the  hospital,  arid  in  such  a  de- 
plorable eoudition  that  I  can  give  no  en- 
courhgement  to  their  friends  in  regard  to 
their  recovery.  They  were  not  consider- 
ed able  to  stand  the  voyage  from  Savan- 
nah to  Aanapolis  by  the  Surgeon,  and 
were  therefore  left  behind.  I  can  only 
hope  that  they  will  be  fortunate  and  re- 
gain their  health,  and  in  the  next  ex- 
change be  lucky  enough  to  get  through. 
vVhen  I  return  to  Benton  Barracks,  Mo., 
I  will  try  and  obtain  a  list  of  those  who 
died  in  the  prisons  at  Millen  and  Flor- 
ence after  bciog  transferred  from  Ander- 
son ville,  »nd  forward  it  to  you  immedi- 
ately for  publication.

There  is  no  principle  more  clear 
ly  rclcognixed  io  international  law  than 
thi ',  that  if  a  slave  be  captured  from  his 
lawful  owner  by  one  belligerent  and  her  ^'^*  '^^'' 
afterwards  comes  back  into  tHc  posses- 
sion of  the  other  belligerent,  that  Jte  Kf' 
verts  to  his  original  owner.".  .,.,„„  ,„  ,,,^_

Mr.  Cox.  of  Ohio,  "That  is  extremely 
unkiBd  in  the  gentleman  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  abuse  the  Democratic  party  lor 
tbe  very  tbng  which  Horace  Greely  yes- 
terday proposed  in  tbe  colomna  of  (he 
New  York  Tribmu,  namely,  an  eff »rt  to 
procure  peace." 

Mr.  Kassok  introduced  a  bill  which

ry was  the  caaae  of  the  present  war. 

Mr.  OxTU  earnestly  advocated  the 
Constitutional  amendment,  looking  upon 
slawry  as  the  deadliest  enemy  «f^e  lie* 
public. 

Mr.  ScRoriBU)  adveeated  the  amend- 
ment, saying  that  people  iti  the  recent 
Presidential  Election  bad  decided  in  fa- 
vor of  a  general  emancipation  of  the 
slaves.     Adjourned.

Dear  Preu. — Am  I  very  cnlpabl«  for 
Dot  writing  you  sooner  some  account  of 
the  splendid  victories  won  for  the  loyal 
cause  before  Nasbvflle,  and  for  which 
Minnesota  blood  flowed  so  freely  ?  For- 
give me.  We  were  so  harried  away  from 
the  scene  of  aition,  and  pressed  on  in 
pursuit  of  the  flying  foe,  and  have  been 
so  floundering  in  mud,  and  rain,  and 
•leet  and  snow — much  of  the  time  with- 
out oar  baggage  train — that  I  have 
tound  no  time  or  opportunity  to  write 
yoa.  Besides  all  this,  I  have,  I  believe, 
•offered  a  depressing  re-action  from  the 
«zcitement  and  strain  of  the  bard,  fierce 
work  of  those  two  days,  that  has  quite 
indisposed  me  for  any  effort,  mental  or 
physical. 

I  was  glad  to  learn  from  our  old  office 
friend.  J.  P.  Owens,  (Brigade  Quarter- 
muter  ol  2od  Brigade)  that  he  had 
written  you  quite  a  full  account  of  the 
operations  of  the  brigade  to  which  oar 
Minnesota  regiments  belong,  (except,  be 
said,  what  'the  3d  Brigade  did  on  the 
15th.  after  it  was  separated  from  the 
Second.  I  wiH  endeavor  to  supply  wbat< 
he  omitted,  and  add  something  of  what 
I  saw  and  experienced. 

I  regret  that  I  had  not  an  opportan'ty 
of  seeing  and  conversing  with  the  wound- 
ed, and  of  tbos  learning  more  of  per- 
sonal incident,  which,  after  all,  is  the 
most  interesting.  I  sent  yoa  from  C^- 
iombia,  fall  lists  of  casualties  in  the  Min- 
nesota Regiments.  Ton  will  have  read, 
and  donbtless  re-published  before  this 
teaches  yoo,  accounts  of  the  battles  of 
the  15th  and"  16th  bj  correspondents  of 
Northern  journals.  The  Cincinnati  Oa- 
*«tU  and  Comm€reuU,  as  well  aa  the 
Looiarille  Jammed,  bad  qoite  full,  and 
generally  UcctiraU  accounts,  which  Lhave 
seen.  That  of  Mr.  Furoj,  of  th9  Cis- 
ciunati  OoMCttt,  .makes  the  mistake  of 
awarding  credit  to  Col.  McMillen's  bri- 
gade for  capturing  the  enemy's  works 
on  Hillsboro  pike,  when  it  was  due  to 
the  Sd  brigade. 

It  was  in  storming  these  works  that  the 
gallant  Col.  S.  G.  Hill,  S5th  Iowa,  com- 
manding the  Sd  Brigade,  was  killed.  It 
seems  too  bad  to  rob  his  memory  of  the 
honor  so  dearly  won.  bj  giviiigtlie  end- 
it  to  another,  who  though  equally  brave, 
was  in  a  distant  part  of  the  field. 

Liaot.  Col.  Bradley's  oflicial  report  to 
the  Adjatapt  General  of  Miimesota  will 
hawa  reached  you,  and  will  tell  what  the 
7th  MinnesoU  dtd. 

I  learn  diai  a  very  full  account  of  the 
part  performed  by  the  1st  Division  of 
Gen.  A.  J.  Smith's  command — it  has  no 
corps  designation  since  the  l£tb  Army 
Corps  was  discontinued — has  been  recent- 
ly published  in  the  Nashville  papers.  I 
have  not  seen  it  but  learn  that  it  was  pre- 
pared with  much  care.  I  will  send  you  a 
copy. 

Indulge  me  now,  if  what  I  write  is 
•eareely  more  than  my  pergonal  experi' 
snoe. 

As  the  1st  Division,  on  the  15th,  oame 
nndsr  the  fire  of  the  rebel  batteries,  and 
thsir  skirmishers  were  driven  within  their 
works,  the  3d  Brigade — constituting  the 
laft  of  the  Division — confronted  a  very 
formidable  detached  work  of  (he  enemy 
•n  the  right  of  the  Hillsboro  pike,  it 
iraa  a  battery  on  an  elevation,  with  earth- 
works protsettng  it,  and  extending  on 
Ihs  fUnks,  eroeaing  ths  hssvy  infutry 
«ipp«t««|  tbs  battery.    Auteiy  I,  M

Miettnri  Artill-rtry  Captain  Juliac,  at- 
ittrhnd  to  the  3d  Brigade,  played  its  six 
pieces  on  the  rebel  works  for  more  than 
an  iMkor.  while  a  battary  of  (j«n.  Garrard's 
division,  on  our  left,  also'  cannonaded  the 
fort.  Onr  brigade  waa  advanced  from 
one  covered  "poaitkm  to  another,  stich  aa 
the  slightly  broken  ground  offered,  suffer^ 
ing  more  or  less,  until  it  rested  for  a 
breathing  spell  at  the  foot'of  the  hill,  on 
which  were  the  rebel  worke,  not  over 
three  hundred  yards  distant.  From  our 
position  to  the  fort  was  a  smooth,  grassy 
hillside,  with  a  few  scattered  trees,  com- 
pletely exposed  to  the  enemy's  fire.  Our 
skirmishers  advanced,  dodging  from  tree 
to  tree,  or  whatever  shelter  tber  could 
find,  until  they  got  so  dose  that  the  ene- 
my were  very  cautious  about  putting  their 
htsads  above  their  works. 

The  7th  MinnesoU  was  on  the  left  of 
the  brigade.  Col.  Hill  rode  up  to  me 
and  asked  me  bow  things  appeared  in 
tfast  quarter.  I  replied  that  I  thought 
the  works  could  be  carried  by  a  charge ; 
tba^our  baltery  bad  pretty  much  silenced 
the  enemy's — oily  one  piece  was  firing 
on  us — and  I  believed  the  enemy  were 
preparing  to  remove  their  guns,  although 
they  still  waved  their  flag  defiantly  above 
the  ramparts,  and  kept  np  a  pretty  hot 
lire  of  musketry.  '^Then  we  will  charge 
them,"  CoL  H.  said— the  last  words  I 
shall  ever  bear  from  his  brave,  kindly 
voice.  He  dasbed  off  towards  the  right 
of  the  brigade.  The  bugle  sounded  the 
charge,  and  with  a  cheer  the  lines  rose 
from  the  earth — tlie  men  bad  been  lying 
down  close  to  escape  the  enemy's  fire — 
and  awift  a*  the  eagle's  swoop  upon  her 
victim,  the  3d  brigade  swept  up  the  hill< 
and  the  works  were  taken,  with  many 
prisoners.  But  the  greater  part  of  the 
enemy  were  flying  to  escape.  We  open- 
ed fire  from  bis  own  works,  and  made 
a  final  halt,  for  many  of  the  fugitives. 
But  no  sooner  had  we  gained  Uie  works 
than  another  detached  fort  on  our  left, 
not  over  300  yards  distant,  opened  a  ter- 
rible aKillery  fire  upon  us.  We  were  ex- 
posed to  its  fire  when  we  charged  the  first 
work.  ^  saw  at  once  that  there  was  no 
living  there  without  carr}-iDg  that  work 
also.  I  ordered  the  colors  forward,  over 
the  (tone  walls  that  lined  the  pike,  and  a 
second  charge,  with  only  part  of  the  7th 
Minnesota  and  12th  Iowa  carried  the 
second  work.  The  enemy  fled  before  us 
leaving  the  piece  of  artillery  that  had  just 
pourel  its  fire  of  death  into  us,  the  caia. 
son,  battery  wagon,  horses  Ac.  We 
pressed  on  over  the  crest  and  came  in 
rear  of  a  line  of  the  enemy's  works  that 
was  almost  perpendicular  to  the  general 
direction  of  the  two  works  we  bad  car- 
ried. Jttst  then  General  Garrard 's  divis- 
ion of  Smith's  array,  and  the  -Ith  Corps 
on  his  left  ware  pressing  the  enemy  in 
front,  our  appearance  in  his  rear  finished 
the  work,  and  with  on«  wild  nub  by  the 
flank  to  escape  tbey  poured  out  of  tbeir 
works,  coming  partly  towards  my  liae. 
We  were*  aK>t  near  enough  to  prevent 
with  the  bayonet  their  escape,  nor  were 
the  men  with  me  numerous  enough  to 
bear  them  down  in  numbers.  Tbey 
were  not  firing — not  offering  to  fight — 
only  rushing  wildly  to  escape.  I  ordered 
mj  men  to  fire  and  keep  firing  until  they 
should  signify  a  surrender.  It  seemed 
almost  cruel  to  shoot  down  the  miserable 
flying  fugitives,  but  there  was  no  other 
way  to  prevent  "their  living  to  fight  us 
another  day,"  even  on  the  morrow,  when 
the  more  deathly  struggle  sbottld  come. 
A  few  moments  of  the  terrible  firs  my 
line  poured  into  them,  and  the  cowering 
masses  ceased  to  run  and  vainly  sought 
shelter  in  the  tops  of  trees  that  they  bad 
fallen  ie^  their  works,  and  by  seeking 
every  possible  cover  from  our  fire.  I 
promptly  ordered  the  firing  to  cease, 
when  tbey  ceased  to  ran  and  and  advanc' 
ed  to  finally  take  them  prisoners  and 
send  them  to  the  rear.  Just  then  Gen. 
Garrard's  men  and  the  4th  Corps  came 
pottriog  over  the  works  the  enemy  had 
abandoned,  and  I  left  to  them  the  work 
of  seearjtag  the  prisonffs,  turning  my  at- 
tention to  the  enemy  that  had  quitted  the 
4rst  nfitk*  we  carried,  who  were  well  on 
their  way  to  their  second  line  of  works 
further  to  th(>  •onth-east.  I  pressed  them 
so  hard  thi^iu  luc^  :ibandoned  ftoo  gunt  be* 
side  the  one  we  took  in  the  second  fort; 
thus  there  were  three  pieces  of  artiUexy 
that  we  captured  on  the  15th.  General 
Garrard,  obo  was  immediately  on  my  left, 
honorably  conceded  that  they  were  my 
captures.  The  4th  Corps  dragged  them 
off  the  field  while  I  was  htrther  on  porsn- 
ing  the  enemy.  With  tba  colofi  of  the 
7^  bovne  in  the  van  by  those  dauntless 
fellows,  C!orporals  Sylvester  and  Dow« 
ling,  I  prasised  on  until  I  fotmd  myself 
entirely  unsupported  and  under  a  hot  fire 
of  the  enemy,  from  their  second  Une  of 
psrhi,  (which  »hey  held  until  nfxt  day.) 
r  tmr— d  back  and  met  the  rest  of  the 
brigade,  when  I  Learned  the  s^  news 
that  Colonel  Hill  was  killed  just  aa  he 
reached  the  parapet  of  the  first  fort  •ma 
carried.  He  was  shot  dead  through  the 
head...  Hs  was  s  brsve  ofiloer  sad  good 
man.         •  I'  • '  «u*«ji«nh'TiK»ii  i^tJ':"* 

I  took  codunand  of  the  brigade,  and 
night  coming  on,  we  were  placed  in  po- 
sition to  await  the  renswsl  of  the  conflict 
on  the  morrroir.  ^a««m'«M'» 

THX  SCCOKD  J>AT*9  BATTLK. 

As  the  round  red  sun  rose  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  16tb,  our  lines  were  in  motion. 
Ths  right  of  the  first  division  of  General 
Smith's  anoqy  resting  far  out  on  the  Hill  ^ 
bovo  Pike,  becamea  pivot  on  which  the  di- 
vision made  agraad  right  wheel,  brin^og 
it  direcUy  across  the  Granny  White  Pike, 
the  left  of  the  3d  brigade,  Col.  Habbsrd's 
of  the  5th  Minnesota,  and  the  right  of  the 
3d  brigade,  commanded  by  myself,  meet- 
ing and  resting  on  the  Pike.  We  ad- 
vanced half  a  mile,  and  halted  directly  in 
front  of,  and  parallel  with,  the  enemy's 
works,  wbixJi  to  our  right  rested  on  a 
a  high  hill,  and  to  the  left  extended  across 
the  wide  vallry  through  which  the  Pike 
runs  Southward.  We  were  advanced  nn- 
.der  aa  artillery  fire  and  long-range  mas- 
ketry,  until  we  got  the  cover  of  a  fenee, 
partly  a  low  stone  wall,  within  about 
500  yards  of  the  enemy's  works.  Hore 
our  lines  rMt«4,  preparatory  to  a  duriga, 
e^  wfiatever  should  forthar  be  ordered  by 
the  General. 

Ths  1st  brigade,  Col.  McMillan's,  to 
which  the  10th  Minnesota  belongs,  waa 
on' t!fas  right.  Col.  Habbard*s  brigade, 
with  tbs  Mr  «d  9th  MiuitoCft  te  «6s 


center,  and  the  9rd  brigade,  with  the  Tfli 
Minnesota,  having  tbe  left  of  the  division. 
All  of  the  Minnesota  r^ments  were 
in  tbe  first  line,  the  brigade  being 
formed  two  lines  deep. 
%  Our  batteries  were  placed  in  position 
about  400  yards  behind  onr  Una.  They 
opened,  and  ke,t  up  a  heavy,  continu- 
ous fire  on  the  enemy's  works.  The 
enemy's  batteries — two  in  front  of  our 
division,  one  on  the  right  and  one  on  the 
left,  directly  in  n»y  front— replied  vigor- 
ously at  first,  and  then  intermittingly. 
This  state  of  things  continued  until 
nearly  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.  The 
enemy's  woi^  and  position  were  deem- 
ed too  strong  to  attempt  to  carry  by  as- 
sault, and  entrenching  .jjlii  *cro  Lt.v.aght 
forward,  and  we  werj  ordered  to  fortify 
and  hold  our  poaitioii  firmly  during  the 
night.  My  brigade  waa  in  two  linea,  the 
12th  Iowa  and  7tli  Minnesota  in  first 
line,  S5th  Iowa  and  33d  Missouri  in  the 
2d  lioe.  I  directed  them  to  throw  up 
earth  works  where  they  lay.  With  my 
Adjutant  I  rode  back  near  onr  batteiy  to 
fiod  a  place  for  our  headquarters  for  the 
night  a  little  out  of  the  range  of  musketry 
fire,  that  was  constantly  kept  np  from  the 
enemy's  line.  Just  as  we  reached  onr 
battery  we  met  Gen.  Smith,  with  b-s  aids, 
who  were  passing  to  the  right.  I  spoke 
to  tbe  General,  telling  him  where  I  had 
ordered  the  digging,  and  explamed  to  him 
the  exact  position  of  the  enemy  in  oar 
front,  and  where  the  fire  that  most  an- 
noyed us  came  from.  Just  then  tbe  bat- 
teries in  the  rear  of  the  first  brigade 
opened  a  furious  cannonading,  and  we 
saw  Col.  McMillan's  brigade  advance. 
Between  tbe  position  it  occupied  and  tbe 
enemy's  works  was  a  wooded  ravine,  in 
passing  through  which  tbe  right  of  his  line 
was  covered.  The  10th  Minnesota,  on 
the  left,  led  by  the  gallant  Jennison,  was 
in  open  ground  and  terribly  exposed. 
Gen.  Smith  was  in  doubt  whether  it  was 
meafit  to  be  a  charge  or  only  to  gain  a 
more  advanced  position.  But  the  gal- 
lant spirit  that  beats  in  the  breast 
of  Colonel  Hubbard  quickly  inter- 
preted it  to  mean  a  charge  of  tbe  ene- 
my's works,  and  we  saw  the  men  of  tbe 
2d  brigade  drop  their  spades  and  picks, 
grasp  their  muskets,  and  with  a  ringing 
cheer  start  on  tbe  charge. 

I  hurriedly  asked  Gen.  Smith  if  I  should 
not  charge  the  battsr^  and  worka  of  tbe 
enemy  on  the  left  of  tbe  pike,  with  my 
brigade.  With  some  confusion  be  said, 
"  No,  wait ;  your  left  will  be  nosupport- 
ed."  Just  then  he  turned  his  horse  to 
get  back  into  a  position  more  sheltered 
from  tbe  bullets  that  came  thick  and  fast: 
the  enemy  bad  then  opened  along  his  en- 
tire line.  I  looked  at  Colonel  Hubbard's 
brigade,  splendidly  sweeping  towards  the 
eoemy-^receiving  the  fire  from  my  front 
as  well  as  his  own-«^aod  without  waitin|( 
orders  from,  or  farther  parlay  with,  the 
General,  told  my  Adjutant,  "  We  must 
charge" ;  and  patting  spurs  to  our  horses 
we  dasiied  through  tbe  fire  that  was 
sweeping  like  a  haii:Sto;in  over  the  some- 
what elevated  ground  we  bad  to  p^s  in 
reaching  our  lines.  It  was  bat  an  in- 
stant until,  w^th  %  wild  cheer,  the  third 
brigade  was  dashing  like  a  r»sis^S9  wave 
of  the  storm-vexed  sea  towards  the  ene- 
my's works.  Four  cannon  belcfaed  their 
fire  of  grape  and  canister  and  sh«U  into 
our  ranks.  Many  a  brave  fellow  sank  in 
death,  but  bis  comrades  pressed  on. 

Tbe  parapet  of  the  enemy's  works 
gleamed  with  the  fire  of  mosketry,  but 
our  lines  never  faltered.  I  saw  that  we 
must  take  this  battery  by  the  flank,  and 
pointing  and  leading  to  tbe  right  oblique 
— for  no  human  voice  could  be  b^rd  in 
thai  swhil  thunder  of  artillery  and  crack 
ing  musketry — I  led  the  way  with  the  co- 
lors to  a  gap  on  Ute  right  in  tba  stone 
wall  behind  which  the  enemy  were  posted. 
This  ooce  gained,  tne  glorious  work  was 
done,  the  fire  of  tbe  enemy  ceased,  and 
the  fear-blanched  wretches,  by  the  hun- 
dreds, supplicated  mercy.  Our  men 
poured  tbroagb  the  gap  and  all  along 
over  tbe  enemy's  breastworks.  I  dashed 
down  to  tbe  left,  inside  tbe  works,  assur- 
ing tbe  prisoners  that  tbey  need  not  fear, 
and  ordering  them  to  pass  to  the  rear  by 
tbe  right.  Beyoiul  where  the  left  of  my 
bri^de  extended,  the  neb«eU  w^re  mn- 
nin4  away.  We  pursued  them.  My 
horse  far  outran  the  weary  exhausted  men 
that  had  just  nude  tbe  charge,  and  I  roda 
down  and  captured  prisoners  single* 
banded.  Although  many  had  still  then- 
arms,  none  fired  at  me ;  probably  most  of 
their  pieces  were  discharged.  Still  they 
tried  to  escape,  and  our  eager  boys  preaa- 
sd  in  sfter  them,  and  never  gave  over 
the  pursuit  uAtiJ  hundreds  of  prisoners 
were  taken,  and  tite  rest  escaped  up  tbe 
ravines  and  steep  sides  of  ths  thickly 
wooded  mountains  towards  the  South. 
Oh  !  how  exultant,  bow  jubilant,  the  feel- 
ings of  the  victors.  Officers  shook  hands 
in  delight  and  congratulations  of  safety : 
men  huzzaed  and  rejoiced  with  wild  en- 
thusiasm. 
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served  with  thia  batlity  three  Bars, 
never  before  met  a  charge  thit  I   cO' 
not  repulse."' 

As  I  rode  along. the  inside  Qf  the  ene- 
my's works,  ^rderidg  tlie  {^neoners-to  tUs 
rear,  several  officers  tendered  me  tbeir 
aoords  in  formal  surrender.  I  was^ao. 
green  as  not  to  quite  comprehend  Nrhat 
they  meant^  and  so  eager  to  secure  more 
prisoaers,  that  I  never  baited  to  receive 
a'^sword,  or  take  a  single  trophy.  A 
musket  ball  that  lightly  saluted  my 
breast,  is  tbe  only  trophy  I  have  of  tbe 
fight.  Others  who  followed  after  me, 
got  swords  and  other  side  arms. 

When  I  bad  caught  all  the  prisoners  I 
well  could,  I  turned  back  for  a  moment 
to  give  directions  about  guarding  and 
sending  them  to  the  rear.  Troops  qn 
the  left  of  tbe  Third  brigade,  had,  by 
this  time,  got  into  the  works,  and  on  my 
extreme  left,  were  securing  and  claiming 
the  prisoners  that  I  had  taken.  I  was 
likely  to  have  more  of  a  fight  to  get  tbe 
prisoners  from  these,  than  I  had  in  cap- 
turing the  rebels.  However,  the  prison- 
ers quickly  settled  the  dispute,  by  de- 
claring that  tbey  had  surrendered  to  me 
first,  whereupon  their  second  captors 
were  quite  crest-fallen. 

The  brigades  had  carried  tbe  works  in 
tbe  order  of  their  numbers,  and  as  they 
charged,  beginrang  on  the  right.  Col, 
McMillen  of  the  1st  brigade  first  charging 
and  carrying  tbe  works  on  extreme  right ; 
next.  Col.  Uubbard'a,  tbe  2nd  brigade, 
carrying  the  center,  and  last.my  brigade, 
the  3d,  carrying  the  It-ft.  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  two  of  tbe  three  brigades  were 
commanded  by  Minnesotians,  and  that  ail 
the  Minnesota  regiments  were  in  the  first 
line  in  making  tbe  charge.  I  btlieve  no 
battle-field  of  tbe  war  has  been  enncbed 
by  so  much  of  Minnesota's  blood,  as  tbe 
field  o(  Nashville.  The  veteran  oth  reg- 
iment lost  in  killed  and  wounded,  106 ; 
the  10th  regiment,  77 ;  the  7tb  regiment, 
60,  and  the  9tb  regiment  58,  a  total  loss 
of  301 — equal  to  about  one  tenth  of  tbe 
total  loss  of  Gen.  Thomas'  entire  army, 
while  the  number  of  Minnesota  troops 
bore  tbe  ratio  of  about  one  thirtieth  of 
all  engaged. 

Can  any  words  of  mine  do  justice  to 
the  brave  men  who  participated  in 
the  gallant  charges  of  tbe  memorable 
15th  and  16tb  days  of  Dev^mber  ?  No, 
words  are  impotent.  Only  the  grateful 
hearts  of  the  true  and  brave,  beating  re- 
sponse to  deeds  of  noble  daring  can  do 
them  justice.  Can  tears  avail  to  bring 
back  to  life  tbe  heroes  that  fell,  or  wprds 
of  sympathy  heal  the  bleeding  hearts  that 
love<l  them  ?  God  has  taken  the  dead 
— He  alone  can  comfort  tbe  mourning 
living.  It  remains  to  us  who  survive,  to 
press  on  in  the  line  of  duty,  "tdl  the  lost 
armed  foe  expires,"  or,  what  is  better,  if 
not  so  poetical,  until  they  lay  down  their 
arms  and  sue  for  peace  and  forgiveness. 
With  pity  for  the  poor  wretches  in  my 
heart,  f  nd  ftill  a  sword  for  them    in    my 

hand  until  the  last  victory  H  wpn,

I  met  that  gallant  soldier,  jCqI.  Hob' 
bard,  over  tbe  giuis  of  tbe  battery  we 
captured.  He  claimed  them  for  his  bri- 
gade, on  tbe  score  of  baring  first  gained 
the  enemy^s  works  on  tbe  right  of  the 
road,  and  that  he  was  flanking  them  on 
tbe  left  in  my  front,  wben  I  carried  tbe 
works  by  direct  assault.

Colonel  Hubbard  proposed  tbat  wa  di^ 
vMe-rbe  take  two  and  I  two.  I  asked 
him  if  be  bad  taken  any  artillary  in  tbe 
part  of  tbe  works  be  bad  carried.  He 
said  no.  Then.  I  replied,  bia  proposi- 
tion was  agreed  to;  we  would  divide  tbe 
fo'ir  guns.  It  was  just  to  do  so ;  bo  bad 
reeeiTed  tbe  fire  of  tbe  battary  bcibra  my 
line  begun  tbe  cbrrge,  and  be  carried  the 
enemy's  works  on  tbe  right  of  the  road 
before  I  reached  tbera  on  the  left.  In  ten 
minutes  more  he  would  bare  oirried  by 
tbe  flank  tbe  works  tbat  I  carried  by  tbo 
front.

Ijince  Sherman^B  occupation  of  tbe)  city,

?uite  satisfied  w^tji  tbe  change  which  has 
een  effected  by  the  nexf  order  of  thmge. 
Tha  furious  declarations  of  thervbel  ie&d- 
'ibrs  and  newspsperii  4>d  .not  at  all  repre- 
sent the  spirit  oi  the  people.  Th^y  bad 
soflTered  for  years  m  every  conceivable 
way,  from  the  terrible  tyranny  of  tba  reb- 
el leaders  ;  and  Gen.  Sherman  at  ooce  re- 
coved  some  of  tbe  most  odious  re!!trio>' 
tions  wbioii  they  had  long  ^jroaned  under; 
and  this  was  duly  appruivi^ted  by  the  citi- 
zens. Tbey  bare  been  treated  «itbi(ind- 
ness  and  in  a  conciliatory  manner ;  and 
our  army  have  exhitnted  towards  them 
tha,t  deiaeaoor  which  is  the  result  of  dis- 
cipline, and  t'lat  chivalry  which  is  cbarac 
teristic  of  the  Ameridan  soldier.  Gjeof  r- 
al  Sherman  has  appropriated  nooe  of 
tbeir  bj^uses  or  private  property 
for  military  purposes,  and  in  |all 
respects  has  interfered  with  them  as  lit- 
tle as  possible.  On  Sunday  i&st,  the 
cburci^es  were  opened  as  usual,  service 
being  conducted  by  the  resident  clergy- 
men  ;  and  oar  soldiers  mingled  freely  at 
service  with  tbe  citizens  of  both  sexes, 
and  mutual  courtesy  and  respect  were 
shown.

We  may  remark  thai,  thvooghenb  tfaa 
entire  State  of  Qeorgia,  a*  w«U  as  in  its 
ohiaf  city,  tbe  population  generally  have 
acted  toward  our  troops  in  a  very  diSer- 
ent  nanaer  fhim  what  m  igbt  bavo  been 
expected  from  reading  tbe  rebel  papers, 
and  the  proclamations  of  rebel  generals. 
The  Gi^orgians  did  but  few  of  the  terrible 
things  they  were  called  upon  to  do,  and 
which  we  were  told  they  would  do.  Tbey 
did  not  destroy  all  the  supplies,  nor 
burn  all  tbe  cotton,  nor  block  up  all  tbe 
roads,  nor  desolate  and  demolish  things 
generally  in  Sherman's  front.  The  Gov- 
ernor ot  the  State,  and  the  Legislature, 
and  other  great  folks,  ran  away,  it  is 
true ;  bat  that  is  about  the  worst  sign  we 
met  with.  We  trust  tbat  tbe  people  of 
Gaorgia  vill  soop  see  that  it  is  for  tbeir 
interest,  in  every  resneci,  to  ..be  again 
within  the  pale  of  the  National  Union.

Smltli's  Corp*  !■  Battle. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Boston  Journal 
gives  tbe  following  vivid  detcription  of 
tho  order  of  the  tecoad  dayU  battle  at 
Nashville,  on  the  left,  or  that  part  of  the 
line  held  by  Smith's  corps.  The  charge 
referred  to  it  doobtl^t  that  of  the  three 
brigadet  of  McArthur't  divition.  where 
our  MinnesoU  boyt  enacted  ao  gloriona 
a  part.  It  forms  a  proper  introduotioo 
to  the  graphic  letter  of  our  editorial  cor- 
respondent, Co'..  Marshal,  published  en 
our  tecond  f^tge :     *

^^*'f  *K*>°  i  gtHoping  to  theiacetaant 
aouD'jf  of  tbe  artillery  ;  seeing  a  detola- 
ta^  land,  gnawed  treet,  broken  guns; 
nere  a  torn  koaptack ;  there  a  rotigh  gra- 
ter that  the  rebels  had  used  to  make  their 
com  meal ;  everywhere,  the  proofs  that  it 
is  a  frightful  whirlwind  that  the  wind  ot 
selfiishness  and  injustice  aowt ;  nowhere 
^et,  (for  that  crop  grows  slowly.)  the  ev- 
idence that  our  good  mother  Nature  nev- 
er refuaea  to  pay  liberally  and  long  for  all 
sacrifices  endured  in  behall  of  tbe  poor 
and  the  right ;  but  never  doubting  that 
she  would  redeem,  in  h<>r  own  time,  all 
the  premiaet  which  her  Maker  hat  whis- 
pertd  in  ever}'  age  to  every  pure  soul. 

About  seven  miles  out,  turning  up  a 
farm  road  to  tbe  left,  passing  undnlaimg 
ground,  whose  hollows  and  groves  were 
dotted  with  trains  of  aabulancea  and  for- 
age wagons,  seeing  soldiers  cooking, 
sleeping  and  talking  carelessly,  within 
less  tbu  a  mile  from  our  breastworks, 
where  fte  buUett  were  flying  bri«kly,  aad 
our  artillery  was  booming  rapidly.  I  soon 
reached  tbe  front.

A,  the  rebel  fine.  B.  our  line.  Be- 
tween A  and  B,  (both  hill  tops)  a  deep 
valley. 

The  two  lines  were  about  musket-shot 
apart.  D  was  another  psrallel  hill,  (half 
at  least,  doam  bill,  B,  across  a  atrip  of 
wet  level  land.  C,  and  up  hill,  D,)  from 
battery  £  to  battery  F. 

Tbe  Rebels  had  held  tbe  hill  A,  stub- 
bomly  all  day  long.  It  wat  now  one 
o'clock.  I  was  told  that  a  charge  had 
been  ordered,  and  would  soon  be  made 
Batter}-  £  kept  up  a  stunning  fire,  <  ut- 
tide  of  our  breastworks,  while  tbe  tkir- 
mishen,  -all  along  the  front  of  our  line 
(B)  protecting  themselves  behicd  trees 
and  stumps,  sent  bullets  with  gaeat  ra- 
pidity whenever  a  rabel  dared  to  show 
tbe  least  part  of  his  cap  or  face.  But 
tbe  enemy  made  oor  soldiers  keep  close 
to  their  breastworks  also ;  for  tbtir  shots 
g  xipped  over  them  quite  briskly.  I  bad 
tied  aay  horse  just  under  the  brow  of  the 
hill  (B)  and  yet  a  soldier,  who  was  care- 
lessly coming  up  to  our  line,  was  mortal- 
ly wounded  within  ten  feet  of  it.  Not 
twenty  feet  from  where  I  sat.  after  hav- 
ing examined  tbe  enemy's  line  with  a 
field  glass  from  near  Battery  E,  outside, 
another  soldier  was  dangerously  wound 
ed.  I  sat  behind  tbe  breastworks  hslf  an 
hour,  and  the  balls  flew  past  all  the  time 
making  the  soldiers  dodge  and  keep  close 
to  their  coders.     Old  soldiers   never  ex- 

Eose  themselves  for  the   mere   fun  of   it. 
irave  men  never  do.     The  veteran  has 
found  out  that  buUett  hurt. 

Our  works  ran  across  froaa  hill  to  hill 
in  a  straight  line.  From  battery  E,  tne 
land  East,  from  tbe  base  of  tbe  range  of 
hill  of  which  the  rebel  position  A  was  a 
Bori  of  outpost,  were  perfecUy  flat^ 
large  fields — and  here  a  diffareot  scene 
wat  presented  to  tha  vie  ir  of  the  laoker- 
oa.  Thus :

Along  a  atone  wall  (G)  tlie  re' 
mishert  were  bidden.  00  a  line  continuing 
that  on  the  crest  of  the  hill  (A)  ;  behind 
another  stone  wall,  •  U),  our  groopa  lay 
ready  to  charge  across  the  ioterveDing 
space  at  toon  ai  the  hill  (A)  should  be 
carried.  A  Battery  (I)  on  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  hill  (B)  kept  firing  at  the  re 
bcl  skirmisheri  (G).  In  a  grove,  half  a 
mile  behind  the  stone  wall  (H).  were  sta- 
tioned Gen.  Smith,  and  his  staff  (K).

Behind  the  breattworkt,  on  the  hill  Ai 
the  preparations  for  the  charge  continued- 
Tbe  ofifcert  who  were  to  go  with  it  btir* 
ried  of  orderlies  for  cartridges,  movid 
aloig  their  troops,  looking  very  grave 
and  anxious  all  the  while. 

Tho^  are  aooo  to  do  a  detporate  ifael ;  ^ 
hone  knew  but  he  might  be  dead  ere  aA 
hour  paaaed  by ;  or  be  brought  back  a 
bleeding  and  mangled  cripple.  The  boya 
who  were  to  follow  theoi  as  a  geaeral  ruha. 
did  not  seem  to  be  greatly  conoomed 
about  It.  yet  there  was  none  of  that  care- 
less and  boyish  spbit  which  characteri- 
ses the  enlisted  mea  to  be  teen  in  their 
demeanor  now. 

Zip-sip-xip  came  the  baUa  all  the  tioae. 

It  wat  three  o'clock  now.  and,  in  the 
meantime,  a  battery  had  opened  from  the 
bdl  O.  and  was  admirably  handled.  Al- 
niott  every  shot  it  tent  burst  over  the 
rebel  worfct.  The  battery  £  kept  op  a 
similar  fire. 

I  saw  that  I  could  have  a  better  view 
from  hill  D,and  ran  for  my  borse.  Gone  ! 
A  soldier  told  i&e  that  a  battery  man  bad 
just  taken  it  and  ndden  over  to  the  other 
hill  with  it  "on  business ! " 

I  walked  as  fast  as  tbe  mud  would  let 
me,  (for  it  had  been  raining  two  hours) 
but  saw  no  trace  of  my  horse.  I  had 
little  t^e  to  look  for  it,  for  the  charge 
wat  to  be  made. 


foe ;  over  it  go  our  gallant  boyt  by  tent 
and  twenties  ;  tbey  wave  their  hatt  to 
their  comrades  here ;  every  toidier  leaps 
over  our  works  ;  cheer  foltowt  cheer,  till 
the  distant  trobpt  hear  it  and  take  op  the 
glad  toand  of  rejoicing  at  the  gloriout 
denl  done  bv  their  brothers  in  arms.

Abuvotom,  Va.,  April  «Oth,  1861.— 
Otmtral  :  Since  my  last  interview  with 
you  OD  tbe  18th  instant,  I  have  felt  that  I 
ought  not  longer  to  reuia  my  commission 
in  the  army.  I,  therefore,  tender  my 
reyigaation,  which  I  request  you  will 
recommend  for  acceptance,  it  would 
have  been  presented  at  once,  but  for  the 
•truggia  it  has  cotl  msto  separate  myself 
from  a  service  to'  which  I  have  devoted 
all  the  best  years  of  my  life  and  all  the 
ability  I  possessed. 

During  tbe  whole  of  that  t:me— more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century— I  have  ex- 
perienced nothing  but  kindness  from  my 
superiors,  and  tbe  most  cordial  friend- 
ship Irom  my  coaradet.  To  no  one. 
General,  have  1  been  as  much  indebted  as 
to  yourself  for  uniform  kindness  and  con- 
sideration, and  it  has  always  been  my  ar- 
dent deaireto  merit  your  approbation.

Mr  Dbar  Sistbb:  I  kragtieted  at 
ray  inability  to  se^  you.  •  •  •  I 
have  been  waiting-^  for'  a  more  conven- 
ient season,"  which  has  brought  to  many 
before  me  d  ^p  and  lasting  regret.  Now 
we  are  in  a  state  of  war  which  will  yield 
to  nothing.  Tbe  whole  South  is  in  a 
state  of  revolution,  into  wbi«il|  Virginia, 
afier  a  long  struggle,  has  been  drawn, 
and  though  J  r4cogniMe  no  fu- 
ee*nty  for        thit         atate         of 

things,  and  would  have  forborne 
and  pleaded  to  the  end  for  redress  of 
grievances,  real  or  supposed,  yet  in  my 
own  person  I  bad  to  meet  the  question, 
whether  I  tbould^take  partjagaanatmy  aa 
tive  State.  With  all  my  devotion  to  the 
Union,  and  tbe  feeling  ot  loyalty  and  du- 
ty of  an  American  citizen,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  make  up  my  mind  to  raise 
my  band  against  my  relatives,  my  chil- 
dren,-my  home.  I  have,  therefore,  re- 
signed my  commitaioa  ia  the  army,  and, 
tave  in  defenae  of  my  native  Sute, 
with  the  sincere  Lope  my  poor  services 
mav  never  oe  needed,  I  hope  I  may  nev- 
er be  called  on  to  draw  my  sword. 

I  kjiow  you  will  blame  me,  bat  you 
must  think  at  kinJly  of  me  kt  you  can, 
and  believe  that  I  have  endeavored  t  j  do 
what  I  thought  right.  To  show  you  tho 
feel  ag  nd  struggle  it  has  cost  me,  I 
send  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  Gen.  Soott, 
which  accompanied  my  letter  of  reaigna- 
tioa.  I  have  no  time  lor  more  •  *  • 
May  God  guar!  and  protect  yon  and 
yours,  and  shower  upon  you  every  blea- 
siog,  M  the  prayer,  of  your  devoted  bro- 
ther.

Umiaestianably  the  fiil- 
are  of  an  enterprise,  undertaken  with 
each  magnitude  and  costliness  of  prepa- 
ration, is  to  be  accounted  a  serious  nt-ga- 
tive  misfortune,  but  is  far  from  being  a 
defeat  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  that  term, 
for  though  it  did  not  tfFect  what  was  in- 
tended it  entailed  no  positive  loss  on  our

Tribune,  which  ii  likely  to  be  well  inf  jrn.- 
«d  as  to  the  riews  of  Gen.  Grant,  says  he 
it  deeply  dissatiified  with  the  failure  ol 
the  land  forces  to  assault  Fort  Fisher.

Editors  St.  Paul  Press: 

The  following  list  of  Minnesota  troop* 
who  a'^e  reported  as  dead,  does  not  em- 
brace all  that  have  died  in  the  different 
prisons  at  the  South,  but  only  at  Andcr- 
sonvilie,  Ga.  While  confined  in  the 
prison  with  the  men,  I  took  specia'  pains 
to  enquire  often  of  the  members  of  d.ffer- 
ent  companies,  as  to  the  welfare  of  their 
comrades,  and  when  any  one  died,  took 
their  names,  and  tried  to  keep  a  correct 
record  (hit  could  be  published  for  the 
informtition  of  their  friends.  After  I  re- 
ceived a  Parole,  and  was  allowed  to  re- 
main outside,  I  obtained  access  to  the 
Records,  and  from  the  Death  Register, 
kept  in  the  oince  of  the  Surgeon  in  cha^'ge 
ol  the  hoi<pital,  I  .  took  this  list,  which 
compared  very  nearly  with  the  memoran- 
dum I  had  kept.  Many  of  the  men  were 
carried  out  dead,  without  any  tickets  on 
them,  giving  the  name,  company,  regi- 
int  nt,  &c  ,  or  in  some  instances  thete 
ticket  (which  were  small  pieces  of  paper 
pinned  on  the  clothes  of  the  dd  .-eased), 
would  get  torn  off.  lu  such  cases  tbt  y 
would  be  burieJ  as  "unknown."  Such 
may  have  been  the  fate  of  some  of  cur 
Micnesola  boy^,  but  the  instances  were 
very  tew  if  any.  The  list  embraces  all 
that  died  in  that  horrible  "pen"  from  the 
time  the  prison  wa*  established  (in  Feb- 
uary,  1861.)  to  November  15ih,  18C4,  at 
which  date  I  left  for  exchange.  Theonh 
.Minnesota  soldiers  remaining  at  An'-'er 
sonville  on  the  above  date  (Xovember 
15ih,  18C4;)  were  Alonzo  Avery.  Order- 
ly Sergeant,  Co.  C,  George  Kenny,  pri- 
vate, Co.  ^,  and  C'orporal  Sharrer  an«l 
private  Colvin,  of  Co.  E,  Jiioth  Minneso- 
ta. The  two  first  named  were  on  parole 
and  were  in  "good  health"  comparativtj- 
l\ .  The  two  members  of  Co.  K  were 
inmates  of  the  hospital,  and  in  su':h  a  de- 
plorable condition  that  I  can  give  no  en- 
'.^ouragefoent  to  their  friends  in  regard  to 
their  recovery.  'Ibey  wete not  consider- 
ed able  to  stand  tho  voyage  from  Savan- 
nah to  Annapolis  by  the  Surgeon,  and 
were  thereloro  left  behind.  I  can  only 
hope  that  thev  will  be  fortunttto  and  re- 
gain their  hc-iltfa,  and  la  tho  next  ex- 
change be  lucky  enough  to  get  through. 
vVhen  I  return  to  Benton  Barracks,  Mo., 
[  will  try  and  obtain  a  list  of  those  who 
died  in  the  prisons  at  Millcn  and  Flor- 
ence after  b.^ing  transferred  from  Ander- 
sonville,  and  fori^rard  it  to  you  immedi- 
ately for  publication.

Senate. — Mr.  Grimks  presented  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be 
directed  to  inform  the  Senate  the  number 
of  men  enliated  in  the  naval  service  ol 
the  United  States  that  have  been  credited 
in  the  miliiaiy  quotas  of  the  respective 
States ;  upon  what  principle,  in  what 
manner,  and  upon  what  existing  laws  such 
credits  were  made. 

Mr.  Foster  offered  a  resolution,  which 
was  adopted,  instructing  the  Committee 
on  Military  Afiairs  to  enquire  into  ihd 
expediency  of  reporting  a  bill  to  distrib 
ute  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  cotton, 
&c.,  captured  in  Savannah,  among  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  of  Gen.  Sherman's 
army,  upon  the  same  principle  that  naval 
prizes  are  distributed  among  the  oiEc  rs 
and  men  of  the  navy. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Siiermam  the  Pen- 
sion Appropriation  Bill  was  taken  up. 
A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interi- 
or was  read,  recommending  the  supply  of 
ihe  deficiency  in  the  appropriaiioos  un- 
der the  of  acts  1818  to  1853,  sixty-five 
thonsand  dollars,  and  under  the  acts  ol 
18.58  and  18G2,  three  million  five  bun. 
nred  thousand  dollars.  During  five 
uionths  of  the  present  fiscal  year  $2,929, 
16.)  have  been  drawn,  leaving  but  $lCi.- 
457  unexpended,  which  will  scarcely  sut- 
hce  for  the  expenditures  to  the  middle  ol 
the  present  month.  Ibe  bill  was  then 
passed. 

The  Senate  next  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration ol  Wilson^s  joint  resolution  to 
make  fr  e  the  slaves  and  children  ol 
slaves  who  enlist  in  the  Army  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  The  question  upon  the  refer- 
ence to  the  Judiciiil  Committe  was  moved 
by  Mr.  Davis. 

Mr.  Wilson  hoped  the  resolution 
would  be  passed  to-day. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  followed  Mr.  Wilson, 
and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks  said : — 
"1  shall  mention  the  doctrine  (when  this 
question  shall  come  up  for  discussion  in 
the  Senate)  that  not  only  have  you  not 
the  right  to  free  the  wives  and  children  ol 
negroes  who  volunteer  in  our  army,  il 
thoy  are  from  States  where  slavery  is  re- 
cognized, but  you  cannot  give  freedom 
to  the  negro  volunteer  himself,  if  he  is  a 
slave.  Ihcre  is  no  principle  more  clear 
ly  recognized  in  international  law  than 
thi  •,  that  if  a  slave  be  captured  from  his 
lawful  owner  by  one  belligerent,  and  he 
afterwards  comes  back  into  t^e  posses- 
sion of  the  other  belligerent,  that  he  re- 
verts to  his  original  owner." 

The  Senate  adiourned.

SUnnesota    Troops     in 

SnUtik's  Corps.

/>#ar  iV««t.— Am  I  very  culpable  lor 
not  writing  you  sooner  some  account    of 
the  splendid  victonea  won  for  the  loyal 
cause  be/ore   Xasbville,    and    for  which 
ilinnesou  blood  flowed  so  /reel/.'     For- 
give me.    We  were  so  harried  kwny  from 
the  scene  of  ai  tion,  and   pressed   on  in 
pursuit  of  the  fl^-ing  foe,    and  have  been 
ao  flounderiDg  in  mud,  and  rain,   sod 
aleet  and  snow — much  of  the   time   with- 
out   our    baggage    train— that    I    have 
found  no  time    or    opportnnity  to    write 
yon.     Beeidet  all  thia,  I  hare,  I  believe, 
•uffered  a  depressing  re-action  from   the 
«zcit«m«nt  and  strain  cf  the  hard,  fierce 
work  of  those  two  days,    that    has  quite 
indisposed  me  for  any  effort,   mental  or 
physical. 

I  was  gUd  to  learn  from  our  old  office 
friend,  J.  P.  Owens,  (Brigade  Quarter- 
master of  2ad  Brigade)  that  be  bad 
written  you  quite  a  full  account  of  the 
operationa  of  the  brigade  to  which  our 
Minaesou  regiments  belong,  (except,  he 
said,  what  the  3d  Brigade  <Ud  on  the 
15th,  after  it  was  separated  from  the 
Second.  I  will  endeavor  to  supply  what 
he  omitted,  and  add  something  of  what 
I  saw  and  experienced. 

I  regret  that  I  had  not  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  and  conversing  with  the  wound- 
ed, sad  of  thus   learning  more  of  per- 
sonal incident,  which,  after   all,    is  the 
most  interesting.     I  sent  you   from  Co- 
lumbia, full  lisu  of  casualties  in  the  Min- 
ncsoU  Regiments.     You  will  have  read, 
and  doubtless   re-published    before    this 
reaches  yon.  ae counts  of   the  battles  of 
the  15th  and  16th  by  correspondents  of 
Northern  journals.     The  Cincinnati    Oa- 
mtt*  and   Commercial,  as    well  as    the 
LooiaTille  Journal,    had    quite  full,  and 
geasrslly  accorate  aocoimto,  which  I  have 
••en.    That  of  Mr.   Furoy,   of  the  Cin- 
ciuaati   OazetU,    makes  the    mistake    of 
awarding  credit  to  Col,  McMillen's  bri- 1 
gade  for  capturing    the   enemy's    works  I 
on  Hilisboro  pike,  when  it  was    due   to 
the  8d  brigade. 

It  was  in  storming  these  works  that  the 
gallant  Col.  S.  G.  Hill,  35th  Iowa,  com- 
manding the  Sd  Brigade,  was  killed.  It 
seems  too  bad  to  rob  his  memory  of  the 
honor  so  dearly  won,  by  giving  the  cred- 
it to  another,  who  though  equally  brave, 
was  in  a  distant  part  of  the  field. 

Lieut.  Col.  Bradley's  official  report  to 
th«  Adjtttant  General  of  liinneseta  will 
hare  reached  you,  and  will  tell  what  the 
7lh  Minnesota  did. 

I  learn  that  a  very  full  account  of  the 
part  performed  by  the  1st  Division  of 
Gen.  A.  J.  Smith's  command — it  has  no 
corps  designation  since  the  16th  Army 
Corps  was  diseonttaoed — has  been  recent- 
ly published  in  the  Nashville  papers.  I 
have  not  seen  it  hot  lesra  that  it  was  pre- 
psred  with  mnch  care.  I  will  send  you  a 
copy- 
Indulge  me  now,  H  what  I  write  is 
scarcely  more  than  my  personal  experi- 


Misaouri  Artillery,   Captain   Julutr,    at- 
Uched  to  the  3d  Brigade,  played  its  six 
pieces  on  the  rebel  works  for  more   than 
an  hour,  while  a  battery  of  Gen.  Garrard's 
division,  on  our  lefl,  also  cannonaded  the 
fort.    Oor  brigade    was    advanced  from 
one  covered  position  to  another,  such  as 
the  slightly  broken  ground  offered,  suffer- 
ing more  or  less,  until    it   rested    for    a 
breathing  spell  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  on 
which  were    the  rebel    works,    not   over 
three  hundred  yar  Js  distant.     From  our 
position  to  the  fort  was  a  smooth,  grassy 
hillside,  with  a  few  scattered  trees,   com- 
pletely exposed  to  the  enemy's  fire.     Our 
skirmishers  advanced,  dodging  from  tree 
fo  tree,  or  whatever   shelter   they   could 
find,  until  they  got  so  close  that  the  ene- 
my were  very  cautious  about  putting  their 
heads  above  their  works. 

The  7th  Minnesota  was  on  the  left  of 
the  brigade.     Col.  Hill  rode    up    to  me 
aad  asked  me  bow    things    appeared   in 
that  quarter.     X  replied    that    I  thought 
the  works  could  be  carried  by  a  charge ; 
that  our  battery  had  pretty  much  silenced 
the  enemy's — only  one    piece  was  firing 
on  us — and  I  believed    the    enemy   were 
preparing  to  remove  their  guns,  although 
they  still  waved  their  flag  defiantly  above 
the  ramparts,  and  kept  up  a    pretty  hot 
fire  of  musketry.     "Then  we  will  charge 
them,"  Col.  H.  said— the    last    words  I 
shall  ever  hear  from    his   brave,    kindly 
voice.     He  dashe<l  off  towards  the  right 
of  the  brigade.    The  bugle   sounded   the 
charge,  and  with  a  cheer  the  lines   rose 
from  the  earth— the  men  had  been   lying 

down  close  to  escape  the  enemy's   fire 

and  swift  as  the  eagle's  swoop   upon  her 
Tictim,  the  3d  brigade  swept  up  the  bill< 
and  the  works  were   taken,    with   many 
prisoners.    But  the  greater  part  of  the 
enemy  were  flying  to  escape.     We  open- 
ed fire  from  his   own  works,   and  made 
s  final  halt,  for  many    of   the  fugitives. 
But  no  sooner  had  we  gained  the  works 
than  another  detached   fort  on  our  left, 
not  over  300  yards  distant,  opened  a  ter- 
rible  artillery  fire  upon  us.     We  were  ex- 
posed to  its  fire  when  we  charged  the  first 
work.     I  saw  at  once   that  there  was  no 
living  there  without    carrying  that  work 
also.     I  ordered  the  colors  forward,  over 
the  stone  walls  that  lined  the  pike,  and  a 
second  charge,  with  only  part  of  the  7th 
Minnesota  and    12th    Iowa    carried  the 
second  work.     The  enemy  fled  before  us 
leaving  the  piece  of  artillery  that  had  just 
poure  1  its  fire  of  death  into  us,  the  cais. 
son,   battery  wagon,   horses    Ac.      We 
pressed  On  over  the  crest   and  came  in 
rear  oi  a  line  of  the  enemy's  works   that 
was  almost  perpendicular  to   the  general 
direction  of    the    two  works  we  had  car- 
ried.   Just  then  General  Garrard 's  divis- 
ion of  Smith's  army,  and    the   4th  Corps 
on  his  left  were    pressing  the  enemy    in 
front,  our  appearance  in  his  rear  finished 
the  work,  and  with  one    wild  rush  by  the 
flank  to  escape  they    poured  out  of  their 
works,  coming  partly    towards    my  line. 
We  wer«  not  near    enough   to    prevent

r» —  B A      ,  -     -  -  the  men  with  me    numerous    enough   to 

bear    them    down    in    numbers.      They 
were  not  firing— not  offering  to    fight— 
[  only  rushing  wildly  to  escape.    I  ordered 
my  men  to  fire  and  keep  firing  until  they 
should  signify    a  surrender.     It    neemed 
almost  cruel  to  shoot  down  the  miserable 
flying  fugitives,  bat    there  was  no    other 
way  to  prevent  "their  living  to   fight  us 
I  another  djay,"  even  on  the  morrow,  when 
the  more  deathly    struggle   should  come. 
A  few  moments  of  the   terrible    fire    my 
line  poured  into  them,  and  the  cowering 
masses  ceased  to  run  and   vainly    sought 
shelter  in  the  tops  of  trees   that  they  had 
fallen  for  their  works,    and    by  seeking 
every  possible  cover  from    our    fire.     I 
promptly  ordered   the    firing    to    cease, 
when  they  ceased  to  run  and  and  advanc- 
ed to    finally  take    them   prisoners   and 
send   them  to  the  rear.    Just  then  Gen. 
Garrard's  men  and  the   4th    Corps  came 
pouring  over  the  works   the    enemy  had 
abandoned,  and  I  left  to  them  the   work 
of  seeuriog  the  prisoners,  turning  njy  at- 
tention to  the  enemy  that  had  quitted  the 
first  worts  we  carried,  who  were  well  on 
their  way  to  their  second  line   of  works 
further  to  ^ho  ^^uth-east.    I  pressed  them 
so  hard  th«l  luc,.  ..oandoaed  two  guns  be- 
side the  one  we  took  in  the  second   fort ; 
thus  there  were   three  pieces  of  artillery 
that  we  captured  on    :he  15th,     General 
Garrard,  who  wa^  ijimediately  on  my  left, 
honorably  conceded  that  they    were   my 
captures.     The  4th   Corps  dragged  them 
off  the  field  while  I  was  farther  on  pursu- 
ing the  enemy.     With  the  colors   of  the 
7th  borne  in  the  van  by  those    dauntless 
fellows.  Corporals   Sylvester  and   Dow- 
ling,  I  pressed  on  until  I    found  myself 
entirely  unsupported  and  under  a  hot  fire 
of  the  enemy,  from  their  second    line  of 
works,  (which  they  held  until  next  day.) 
I  turned    back  and  met  the  rest    of  the 
brigade,  when  I    learned  the   s^d    news 
that  Colonel  Hill  was    killed  just  as   h^ 
reached  the  parapet  of    the   first  fort  wo 
carried.     He  was  shot  dead  through  thj 
head.    He  was  a  brave  officer  and  good 


center,  and  the  3rd  brigade,  with  the  7th 
Minnesota,  baring  the  left  of  the  division. 
All  of   the    Minnesota    regiments    were 
in    the    first    line,    the    brigade    bebg 
formed  two  lines  deep. 
T-  Our  batteries   were  placed  in  position 
about  400  yards  behind  our  line.     They 
opened,  and  ke  t  up  a  heavy,   continu- 
ous   fire   on    the  enemy's   works.    The 
enemy's  batteries — two  in  front  of  oor 
division,  one  on  the  right  and  one  on  the 
left,  directly  in  my  front — replied  vigor- 
ously at    first,    and    then  intermittin^y. 
This    state  of     things    continued   until 
nearly  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.    The 
enemy's  works  and  position  were  deem- 
ed too  strong  to  attempt  to  carry  hv  as- 
sault, and  entreuchin;    ..j.^  .«iju  U    u^ht 
forward,  and   we  wen  ordered  to  fortify 
and  hold   our  position  firmly  durini?  the 
night.     My  brigade  was  in  two  lin«3S,  the 
13th   Iowa    and    7th  Minnesota  in  first 
line,  35th  Iowa  and  33d  Missouri  in  the 
2d  line.     I  directed  them  to  throw    up 
earth  works  where  they  lay.      With   my 
Adjutant  I  rode  back  near  our  battery  to 
find  a  place  for  our  headquarters   for  the 
night  a  little  out  of  the  range  of  mtuketry 
fire,  that  was  constantly  kept  np  from  the 
enemy's  line.     Just  as  we   reached  onr 
battery  we  met  Gen.  Smith,  with  h's  aids, 
who  were  passing  to  the  right.     I  spoke 
to  the  General,  telling  him  where  I  had 
ordered  the  digging,  and  explained  to  him 
the  exact  position  of  the  enemy  in  onr 
front,  and  where  the  fire  that    most  an- 
noyed us  came  from.    Just  then  the  bat- 
teries in  the  rear  of  the    first    brigade 
opened  a  furious  cannonading,  and  we 
saw  Col.   McMillan's  brigade  advance. 
Between  the  position  it  occupied  and  the 
enemy's  worke  was  a  wooded  ravine,  in 
passing  through  which  the  right  of  his  line 
was  covered.     The  10th  Minnesota,   on 
the  left,  led  by  the  gallant  Jennison,  was 
in  open  ground  and    terribly  exposed. 
Gen  Smith  was  in  doubt  whether  it  was 
meant  to  be  a  charge  or  only  to  gain  a 
more  advanced  position.      But  the  gal- 
lant  spirit     that     beats     in     the  breast 
of     Colonel     Hubbard     quickly     inter- 
preted it  to   mean  a  charge  of  the  ene- 
my's works,  and  we  saw  the  men    of  the 
2d  brigade  drop  their  spades  and  picks, 
grasp  their  muskets,  and  with  a  ringing 
cheer  start  on  the  charge. 

I  hurriedly  asked  Gen.  Smith  if  I  should 
not  charge  the  battery  and  works   of  the 
enemy  on  the  left  of  the   pike,  with   my 
brigade.     With  some  confusion  be  said, 
"  No,  wait ;  your  left  will  be  unsupport- 
ed."   Just  then  he  turned   his  horse   to 
get  back  into  a  position  more    sheltered 
from  the  bullets  that  came  thick  and  fast : 
the  enemy  had  then  opened  along  his  en- 
tire line.     I  looked  at  Colonel  Hubbard*s 
brigade,  splendidly  sweeping  towards  the 
enemy — receiving  the  fire  from  my  front 
as  well  as  his  own — and  without  waiting 
orders  from,  or  farther  parley  with,  the 
General,  told  my  Adjutant,  "  We  must 
charge" ;  and  putting  spurs  to  our  horses 
we    dashed   through  the    fire    that   was 
sweeping  like  a  hail-storm  over  the  some- 
what elevated  ground  we  had  to  pass  in 
reaching  our  lines.     It  was   but  an   in- 
aUnt  until,   with  a  wild  cheer,  the  thh-d 
brigade  was  dashing  like  a  resistless  wave 
of  the  storm-vexed  sea   towards  the  ene- 
my's works.     Four  cannon  belched  their 
fire  of  grape  and  canister  and  shell  into 
our  ranks,     X»Dy  »  brave  fellow  sank  in 
death,  but  his  comrades  pressed  on. 

The    parapet    of   the  enemy>  works 
gleamed  with  the  fire  of  musketry,   but 
our  lines  never  faltered,     I  saw  that  we 
must  take  this  battery  by  the  flank,  and 
pointing  and  leading  to  the  right  oblique 
—for  no  human  voice  could  be  heard  in 
that  awful  thunder  of  artillery  and  crack 
ing  muskfitry— I  led  the  way  with  the  co- 
lors to  a  gap  on  the  right  in  tba  stone 
wall  behind  which  the  enemy  were  posted. 
This  onoe  gained,  tbe  glorious  work  was 
done,  the  fire  of  the  enemv  ceased,  and 
the  fear-blanched  wretches,    by  the  hun- 
dreds,   supplicated    mercy.      Our    men 
poured  through   the  gap   and  all  along 
over  the  enemy's  breastworks.    I  dashed 
down  to  the  left,  inside  the  works,  assur- 
ing the  prisoners  th#t  they  need  not  fear, 
and  ordering  them  to  pass  to  the  rear  by 


serred  irith  this  battery  three  years,  and 
never  before  met  a  charge  that  I  could 
not  repulse." 

As  I  rode  along  the  inside  of  the  ene- 
my's works,  ordering  the  prisoners  to  the 
rear,  several  officers  tendered  me  their 
swords  in  formal  surrender.  I  mu  so 
green  as  not  to  quite  comprehend  what 
they  m^ant,  and  so  eager  to  secure  more 
prisoners,  that  I  never  halted  to  receive 
a''8word,  or  take  a  single  trophy.  A 
musket  ball  that  lightly  saluted  my 
breast,  is  the  only  trophy  I  have  of  the 
fight.  Others  who  followed  after  me, 
got  swords  and  other  side  arms. 

When  I  had  caught  all  the  prisoners  I 
well  could,  I  turned  back  for  a    moment 
to    give    directions    about  guarding  and 
sending  them  to  the  rear.        Troops   on 
the  left  oi  the  Third  brigade,    had,    by 
this  time,  got  into  the  works,  and  on  my 
extreme  left,  were  securing  and  claiming 
the  prisoners  that  I  had    taken.       I   was 
likely  to  have  more  of  a  fight  to  get  the 
prisoners  from  these,  than  I  had   in   cap- 
turing the  rebels.     However,  the  prison- 
ers quickly  settled   the  dispute,   by    de- 
claring that  they  had  surrendered  to   me 
first,    whereupon    their    aeeond   captors 
were  quite  crest-fallen. 

The  brigades  had  carried  the  works  in 
the  order  of  their  numbers,  and  as  th»y 
charged,  beginr.ing  on  the  right,  (.ol. 
McMillen  of  the  1st  brigade  first  chargirg 
and  carrying  the  works  on  extreme  right ; 
next.  Col.  Hubbard's,  the  2nd  brigade, 
carrying  the  center,  an  J  last,my  brigade, 
the  3d,  carrying  the  left.  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  two  ol  the  three  brigades  were 
commanded  by  Minnesotians,  and  that  all 
the  Minnesota  regiments  were  in  the  first 
line  in  making  the  charge.  I  btliere  no 
battle-field  of  the  war  has  been  enriched 
by  so  mnch  of  Minnesota's  blood,  as  the 
field  of  Nashville.  The  veteran  6th  reg- 
iment lost  in  killed  and  wounded,  106 ; 
the  10th  regiment,  77  ;  the  7th  regiment, 
60,  and  the  9th  regiment  68,  a  total  loss 
of  301 — equal  to  about  one  tenth  of  the 
total  loss  of  Gen.  Thomas'  entire  army, 
while  the  number  of  Minnesota  troops 
bore  the  ratio  of  about  one  thirtieth  of 
all  engaged. 

Can  any  words  of  mine  do  justice  to 
the  brave  men  who  participated  in 
the  gallant  charges  of  the  memorable 
15th  and  16th  days  of  December .»  No, 
words  are  impotent.  Only  the  grateful 
hearts  of  the  true  and  brave,  beating  re- 
sponse to  deeds  of  noble  daring  can  do 
them  justice.  Can  tears  avail  to  bring 
back  to  life  the  heroes  that  fell,  or  words 
of  sympathy  heal  the  bleeding  hearts  that 
love i  them?     God  has  taken    the    dead 


The  Southern  pre'S 
speaks  hopefully,  and  even  exultantly  of 
Confederate  prospects.  There  is  not  a 
word  of  diatrus^  or  repining.  All  is  con- 
fidence at  Augusts  afid  Richmond.  Un- 
less another  week  brings  us  the  news  of 
some  unexpected  success  of  the  federal 
army,  or  a  much  more  rapid  progress 
than  it  has  as  yet  reali^^ed,  we  shalt  begin 
to  believe  tbat  it  will  not  escape  the 
meshes  which  the  foolh  trdiness  of  its 
commander  has  permitted  to  be  drawn 
around  it.

Smith's  €orps  In  Battle. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Boston  Journal 
givea  the  foUowmg  vivid  description  of 
the  order  of  the  second  day's  battle  at 
Naahville,  on  the  left,  or  that  part  of  the 
line  held  by  Smith's  corps.  The  charge 
referred  to  is  doubtless  that  of  the  three 
brigades  of  McArthur's  division,  where 
our  Minnesota  boys  enacted  so  glorious 
a  part.  It  fornu  a  proper  introduction 
to  the  graphic  letter  of  our  editorial  cor- 
respondent, Col.  Marshal,  published  on 
onr  second  page : 

NEARINO  TH«  FRONT. 

Away  again ;  galloping  to  the  incessant 
sounds  of  the  artillery  ;  seeing  a  desola- 
ted land,  gnawed  trees,  broken  guns; 
here  a  torn  knapsack ;  there  a  rough  gra- 
ter that  the  rebels  had  used  to  make  their 
com  meal ;  everywhere,  the  proofs  that  it 
ia  a  frightful  whirlwind  that  the  annd  ol 
selfiishness  and  injustice  sows  ;  nowhere 
yet,  (for  that  crop  grows  slowly.)  the  ev- 
idence that  our  good  mother  Nature  nev- 
er refuses  to  pay  liberally  and  long  for  all 
sacrifices  endured  in  behalt  of  the  poor 
and  the  right ;  but  never  doubtmg  that 
ahe  would  redeem,  in  her  own  time,  all 
the  promises  which  her  Maker  has  whis- 
pered in  every  age  to  every  pure  aoul.

It  would 
have  been  presented  at  once,  but- for  the 
atruggls  it  has  cost  mi  to  separate  myself 
from  a  service  to  which  I  have  devoted 
all  the  best  years  of  my  life  and  all  the 
ability  I  possessed. 

During  the  whole  of  that  t:me — more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century— I  have  ex- 
perienced nothing  but  kindness  frotn  my 
superiors,  and  the  most  cordial  friend- 
ship irom  my  comrades.

The  Rebels  had  held  the  htU  A.  stub- 
bornly all  day  long.  It  was  now  one 
o'clock.  I  was  told  that  a  charge  had 
been  ordered,  and  would  soon  be  made 
Battery  E  kept  up  a  stunning  fire,  i  itt- 
■ide  of  cur  breastworks,  while  the  skir- 
miohers.  all  along  thu  front  of  our  line 
(B)  protecting  themselves  behind  trees 
and  stumps,  sent  bullets  with  great  — - 
pidity  whenever  a  rebel  dared  to 
the  leaat  part  of  bis  cap  or  face, 
the  enemy  made  our  soldiers  keep 
to  their  breastworks  also  ;  for  thur  shoU 
z  sipped  over  them  quite  btiskly.  I  had 
tied  my  horse  ju?t  under  the  brow  of  the 
hill  (B)  and  yet  a  soldier,  who  was  care- 
lessly coming  up  to  our  line,  was  mortal- 
ly wounded  within  ten  feet*  of  it.  Not 
twenty  fdet  from  where  I  sat,  after  hav- 
ing examined  the  enemy's  line  with  a 
field  glass  from  near  Battery  E.  outside, 
another  soldier  was  dangerously  wound 
ed.  I  sat  beh'nd  thr>  brtiastworks  faslf  an 
hour,  and  the  balls  flew  past  all  the  time 
making  the  soldiers  dodge  and  keep  close 
to  their  covers.  Old  soldiers  never  ex- 
pose themselves  for  the  mere  fun  of  it. 
Brave  men  never  do.  Tbe  veteran  has 
found  out  that  bullets  hurt.
